Emergency to be lifted 


LONDON, Oct 11, (Reuter): 
Most British men are unsocia- 
ble compared with women 
and need a drink before they 
can mix easily, according to a 
survey published today. 

The survey, in Woman’s World 
magazine, said men are quiet 
at parties, dread big social 
events such as weddings and 
leave their partners to make 
the firsL move in getting to 
know the neighbours. 

The shyest are the Scots, 65 per 
cent of whom stay silent until 
they have consumed enough 
drink. Half the men in the rest 
of Britain are the same. 

But once the drink takes hold, 
men become the life of the 
party and 60 percent of wives 
go home first. 

In most parts of Britain, more 
than four out of 10 men agree 
reluctantly to attend wed- 
dings and 14 per cent suggest 
their partner should go ins- 
tead. 

“In general, it seems men are less 
sociable than the ladies in 
their lives but they are willing 
to share their friends and mix 
and mingle — with the help of 
a little vino to ofl the wheels.” 
the survey concluded.

ALGIERS, Oct II, (Agen- 
cies): There was outward, 
calm in Algiers today, with 
life slowly returning to nor- 
mal after more than 400 per- 
sons were killed in a week of 
bloody unrest 
A communique from -the 
President's Office announced 
that the state of emergency, pro- 
claimed last Thursday two days 
after the troubles began, would 
be lifted at 0600 am tomorrow 
(0500 GMT). 

Government officials said the 
first official casualty toll showed 
176 persons had died as of Sun- 
day night. 

The officials, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said 
reports of up to 500 dead were 
exaggerated but conceded that 
the official toll was lower than 
the actual number of dead. 

Reports from various hosp- 
ital, medical and police sources 
indicated at least 400 dead and 
more than 1,000 injured so far. 

Thirty-five demonstrators — 
including a correspondent for 
the official Algerian news agency 
. — were reported killed in a new 
outbreak of violence last night 
shortly before a widely awaited 
speech by President Chadli Bcn- 
jedid. 

Burst 

Diplomatic and family sources 
said Sid Ali Benmechiche, a sen- 
ior editor at Algerie Presse 
Service, was shot down by a burst 
of machine-gun fire as he was 
covering the disturbances in the 
Bab El Oued district last night 
He was buried quietly today in 
the presence of several foreign 
reporters. 

While some Algerians greeted 
the President's promises with 
scepticism — in part because he 


Airborne love 
messages over 
Berlin Wall 

BERLIN, Oct II, (AP): East 
German authorities have suc- 
ceeded in separating an East 
Berlin man from his West Berlin 
lover, but that hasn’t stopped the 
woman from sending airborne 
love messages over the Berlin 
Wall. 

To dramatise her plight this 
past weekend, Kerstin Vockert 
launched tittle balloons on the 
breeze to East Berlin with a mes- 
sage of love drawn from Shake- 
speare's Romeo and Juliet to her 
fiance Peter RozinaL 

The romantic message is from 
a German translation of Shake- 
speare. The original English ver- 
sion of the passage reads: 

“With love's light wings did I 
o'er- perch these walls ... for 
stony limits cannot hold love 
out" 

The couple’s troubles began 
when they met a year ago in East 
Berlin. 

Ms. Vockert, 29, said “it was 
love at first sight.” 

They soon decided to marry, 
but bureaucracy and East Ger- 
many’s tough emigration 
policies proved insurmountable, 
Ms Vockert said. 

“1 am no longer allowed to go 
over and see him and Peter can’t 
get out,” Ms. Vockert said. 

She said his requests to marry 
and leave the country have been 
refused and that he had been 
warned by authorities not to 
press the issue-

A few shots rang out Algiers 
today but residents reported no 
confrontations between security 
forces and demonstrators. 

The streets of the capital, now 
mostly cleared of rubble from the. 
fighting, were jammed with traf- 
fic and most businesses were 
open as usual. 

Benjedid pledged a compre- 
hensive programme of political 
reform to complement austerity 
measures believed to have been 
the main cause of the riots which 
erupted on Oct 4. 

Political analysts and 


diplomats said Benjedid, in reaf- 
firming that the austerity 
measures would not be aban- 
doned, had given nothing away 
despite the conciliatory tone of 
his speech. 

“We will respect the will of the 
.Algerian people in their desire 
for political changes in their 
widest meaning,” Chadli told the 
nation. 

Purge 

“My personal belief is that 
through these reforms we will be 
able to deal with many of our 
economic and political 
problems,” he added, pledging a 
purge of those who had abused 
their power.

BANGALORE, India, Oct 11, 
(Reuter): Three of India’s major 
political groups merged today to 
form a powerful new parly to 
challenge Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi. 

Meeting in the southern city of 
Bangalore, 6,000 potiticians and 
activists endorsed the creation of 
the Janata Dal (People's Party) 
from the Janata Party, Lok Dal 
(B) and Jan Morcha. 

The Congress (S), a break- 
away faction of the ruling Con- 
gress (1), sent a small delegation 
to the rally and was expected to 
confirm later whether it was 
ready to join the new party. 

“1 am happy and proud that a 
new baby has been born,” said 
Karnataka Chief Minister S.R. 
Bommai. 

Vishwanath Pratap Singh, the 
scourge of Rajiv for more than a 
year through his campaign 
against official corruption, was 
elected president of the new party 
which is expected to pursue cen- 
trist policies. 

Ousted 

A former ally of Rajiv, Singh 
launched his Jan Morcha last 
year after being ousted as defence 
minister and later expelled from 
the Congress (I). 

Accepting the leadership of 
Janata Dal, he told cheering 
delegates in the grounds of Ban- 
galore palace: “It is named after 
the people and it will be in the 
service of the people.” 

Its aim, he said, was to create a 
national alternative to the Con- 
gress (I) which has ruled India for 
all but two years since indepen- 
dence from Britain in 1947. 


The new party was originally 
to be known as the Socialist Jan- 
ata Dal but the word socialist 
was dropped on the eve of the 
convention. 

A policy document adopted 
today made it clear that a Janata 
Dal government would switch 
India's economic emphasis from 
urban industrial development to 
improving the rural and farm 
sectors. 

India has lost its sense of direc- 
tion, it said, and the fruits of 41 
years of post-independence 
development had been confined 
to only a small section of society. 

Status 

The new parly said its priority 
would be to raise the living stan- 
dard and status of the weakest in 
society. 

Today's successful merger was 
in doubt right up to the last min- 
ute because of internal dissent 
within Lok Dal (B) and the Jan- 
ata Party. 

Western analysis in New Delhi 
said the new party's ability to 
hold its factions together in the 
coming months would determine 
if it could challenge Rajiv in elec- 
tions he must call before Decem- 
ber next year. 

One diplomat said grand 
alliances had been launched in 
the past with great fanfare only 
to fall apart within a short time. 

Another analyst said the new 
party was probably the best that 
could be achieved in the present 
climate but he was unable to see 
Singh as a future prime minister. 

“He is not a heavyweight and 
he has not got the ruthlessness 
that it takes to be a successful 
politician to, India.”

Jamil H3al, director of the 
PLO’s information department, 
said in Tunis PLO leaders would 
recommend that the movement’s 
parli ament-in-exile proclaim a 
state based on a 1 947 UN resolu- 
tion partitioning Palestine into 
Jewish and Arab states.

NEW DELHI, Oct II, (Agen- 
cies): Sikh gunmen assassinated 
a prominent member of Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi's Con- 
gress Party in Punjab today, two 
days before Rajiv’s planned visit 
to the northern state. Press Trust 
of India (PTI) news agency 
reported. 

Twelve more deaths in the 
state today were also Named on 
Sikh militants fighting for an 
independent Sikh nation. 

Bhagwan Dass, vice-president 
of the Punjab state unit of the 
Congress Party, was shot and 
killed at Jaito Mandi in Faridkot 
district by five Sikh gunmen. The 
assailants sprayed bullets on 
Dass, his guard and another 
unidentified man with AK-47 
assault rifle, PTI said. Faridkotis 
about 300 kilometres (1 86 miles) 
northwest of New Delhi. 

Damage 

Rajiv was scheduled to visit 
Punjab on Thursday for a per- 
sonal assessment of flood 
damage in the state. Punjab is 
one of the four northern Indian 
states worst hit by floods. A total 
of 462 people have died in the 
four states due to floods. 

The Prime Minister's Office in 
New Delhi refused to specify the 
areas Rajiv will visit in Punjab, 
pleading security reasons. 

Dass was also a government 
minister in the Congress Party- 
led government in Punjab in 
1980. 

The other deaths were repor- 


ted from Ropar district where 
two policemen were murdered by 
Sikh gunmen. Three people were 
killed in Amritsar, one in Jaland- 
har, two in Ferozepur and two 
were murdered in Bhatinda dis- 
trict 

This year, at least 2,053 deaths 
have been blamed on the 
militants. 

Meanwhile a senior Punjab 
police officer yesterday asked for 
a transfer in protest over what he 
said was interference in the fight 
against separatists. 

Control 

Inspector-General Cham an 
Lai went on leave hours after he 
was ordered not to interfere 
when Sikh priests, known lo have 
links with the militants, marched 
into their faith's holiest shrine, 
the Golden Temple in Amritsar. 

The temple has been under the 
control of police and t r oops since 
“Operation Black Thunder" in 
May this year when the Army 
desired militants who had taken 
refuge there. 

The marchers, led by former 
bead priest Jasbir Singh Rode, 
announced they would organise 
a Sikh convention next month to 
discuss what they described as 
the crisis facing their comm unity. 

Lai told reporters in Amritsar 
“1 feel sad and disgusted at what 
has happened. The situation has 
been handled wrongly and Mr 
Rode's entry into the temple has 
nullified the gains of Operation 
Black Thunder.” 


Iran, Iraq exchange war dead 


Gulf peace talks remain deadlocked 


BAGHDAD, Oct 11, (Agen- 
cies): There has been no progress 
in the Iran-Iraq peace talks since 
they started over six weeks ago, a 
government-run newspaper 
reported today. 

The front page editorial m Al- 
Joumhouriya was the first com- 
ment by Iraq's official media on 
the statement on Saturday by 
Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati, who said thetwo 
sides agreed in principle to 
United Nations proposals to end 
the war. 

The daily said that the peace 
talks to end the Iran-Iraq war 
remain deadlocked because Iran 
has not committed itself to res- 
pecting free navigation in the 
Gulf and clearing the Shalt Al 
Arab waterway. 

It said there was no break- 
through in negotiations and 
accused Iran of continuing 


“delaying tactics and procrasti- 
nation.” 

The negotiations are “still in 
square one where they started on 
Aug 25,” Al Joumhouriya said of 
the talks, which moved from 
Geneva to New York and are 
expected to return to Geneva at 
the end of the month. 

Demand 

The paper said that Iraq will 
not give up its demand for free 
navigation in the Gulf and the 
clearance of the Shatt Al Arab, 
the estuary of the Tigris and 
Euphrates Rivers and Iraq's 
mam outlet to the sea. 

Velayati said that Iran agreed 
to a UN proposal that it give up 
its right to search ships in the 
Strait of Hormuz — the strategic 
mouth of the Gulf. - 

He did not mention Iraq’s 
demand to dear the Shatt Al 


Arab, which forms the southern 
boundary between the foes, 
before letting the talks progress. 

“Neither of the two principles 
can be substituted for the other,” 
Al Joumhouriya said. “Both are 
closely linked.” 

In a related development, a 
senior UN official visited the 
Iraqi port of Basra, the country’s 
second largest city, and the 
southern sector of the warfronL 

UN peacekeeping troops have 
been posted along the border to. 
monitor theceasefirein the eight- 
year war that went into effect on 
Aug20. 

Meanwhile, Iraq and Iran 
exchanged 16 bodies of their war 
dead today for the first time since 
a UN-mediated ceasefire in their 
eight-year conflict took effect on 
Aug 20. 

The UN Undersecretary-Gen- 
eral m charge of Middle East 


peacekeeping operations, 
Marrack Goulding, told a news 
conference each side handed 
over the bodies of eight enemy 
soldiers killed on its territory. 

He said the exchange in the 
UN-controlled zone separating 
the two countries near Iraq’s 
southern port city of Basra 
showed Tehran and Baghdad 
were willing to co-operate more. 

Goulding. who arrived in 
Baghdad on Sunday, said he had 
useful talks with senior military 
and civilian officials on the work 
of the UN Iraq-Iran Observer 
Group (UNI IMOG) monitoring 
the ceasefire. 

He said his trip, his firsL Lo Iraq 
and Iran since the ceasefire, was 
aimed at “seeking the work of 
UNI1MOG on the ground.” 

He met yesterday with- the 
Foreign Undersecretary, Nizar 
Hamdoun. 



Thatcher 

Tories open 
convention 
in Brighton 

BRIGHTON. England. Oct II. 
(UPI): Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher and her Conservative 
Party today defiantly opened 
their first convention in Brighton 
since an Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) bomb in the coastal town 
nearly killed her four years ago. 

The annual gathering of about 
4,500 Tories began with a 
religious service that remem- 
bered the five people killed and 
30 injured in Lhe 1 9S4 1 RA bomb- 
ing. Thatcher narrowly missed 
the sophisticated time-bomb 
attack. 

Party chairman Peter Brooke 
said the IRA “fondly hoped that 
after the Brighton bomb our will 
would crumble, that we would 
allow them to wrench by force 
the people of Ulster from the 
United Kingdom. We did not. 
And we shall not.” 

Imposed 

Fearing a new IRA attack, 
police imposed a “no-go" zone in 
the local airspace, a minesweeper 
patrolled just off the coast and a 
100-ton concrete crash barrier 
protected the convention area. 

At the firei session of the four- 
day convention, Thatcher sat at 
the front platform but she will 
not give her major speech until 
the convention doses on Friday. 

The outlawed IRA has said it 
will try again to kill Thatcher if 
the chance arises, but police said 
the Irish guerrillas also may 
choose a “soft” target. 

Session 

Thaicher and other delegates 
arrived in Brighton yesterday 
evening for their first gathering 
in the city since the 1984 bomb- 
ing. The first session of the four- 
day convention was to start 
today. 

Brighton police chief Roger 
Birch said despite a £ 1.4-million 
(52.4-miIlion) security opera- 
tion, “quite clearly the level of 
risk is going to be very high." 

A commentator for the British 
Broadcasting Corp. said it was 
Britain's biggest peacetime 
security operation.

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Paisley expelled from European 
Parliament for heckling Pope 


STRASBOURG, France, Oct 
11, (Reuter): Northern Ireland 
Protestant leader the Reverend 
lan Paisley was d ragged from the 
European Parliament today as 
he yelled “anti-Christ” during a 
speech by Pope John Paul. 

Waving a banner reading 
“John Paul II anti-Christ", 
Paisley, a mein ber of the 5 1 8-seat 
Parliament, stood up and started 
shouting as soon as Lhe Pope 
began his address. 

Warned 

The hard-line Protestant 
politician was warned twice by 
Lord Henry Plumb. President of 
the Parliament, to stop the dis- 
turbance and then ordered to 
leave the debating chamber. 

Fighting broke out as he was 
dragged out. Paisley later told 
reporters that members had 
“punched and hammered” him. 

“I renounce you ... and all your 
culls and creeds," Paisley 
shouted to the Pope before his 
voice was drowned out by other 
parliamentarians. 

He told reporters he bad been 
quoting the words of Thomas 
Cranmer — the first Protestant 


Archbishop of Canterbury who 
was executed as a heretic in the 
16th century — thatlhe Pope was 
the enemy of Christ and the anti- 
Christ. 

Paisley, who warned yesterday 
that he planned to protest 
against the Pope's visit, made a 
similar scene during a visit here 
by British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher. 

Paisley said all members of 
Parliament should bave been 
consulted before the Pope was 
invited to speak and insisted on 
his right to make a protest. 

He attacked the Pope in a 
statement, saying he had sent 
crucifixes to Irish Republican 
Array (IRA) hunger suikers in 
Northern Ireland where Paisley 
is a staunch supporter of British 
rule. 

An opponent of the European 
Economic Community, al- 
though a member of the Euro- 
pean Parliament, Paisley said the 
Pope was trying to make the 
community an overwhelmingly 
Roman Catholic union.

Polls show Bush and 
Dukakis are too close 


WASHINGTON. Oct 1 1, (AP): 
Four weeks before the US 
presidential election, the race 
between George Bush and 
Michael Dukakis is too close to 
caff, the latest nation-wide polls 
say. 

But a survey by the Los 
Angeles Times did draw one 
definite conclusion that Bush's 

running mate Dan Quay le is hav- 
ing a distinctly deleterious effect 
on the ticket's prospect for vic- 
tory. 

The poll, issued yesterday, 
showed the Bush-Quayle ticket 
leading Dukakis and Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen 4441. When asked to 
treat Bush and Dukakis as if they 
were running alone, the respon- 
dents picked Bush over Dukakis 
48 per cent to 39 per cenL 

Thesurvey’s margin of error of 
five percentage points means 
that no definitive determination 
can be made as to which ticket is 
more popular. 

Feeling 

In an ABC News- Washington 
Post poll. Bush had 50 percent to 
47 per cent for Dukakis. That 
survey also had a five-point mar- 
gin of error. 

The poll, in an effort to assess 
the Quayle “drag" among the 
electorate, found that two per 
cent of all voters supported Duk- 
akis only because of their 
negative feelings about Quayle, 
ana six per cent said Quayle was 
the “major” reason for support- 
ing Dukakis. 

Opponents say Quayle. a sen- 
ator from Indiana, is too inex- 
perienced to assume the 
presidency and questions have

“I think there is something 
very wrong when there is so much 
sympathy for criminals and very 
little left over for victims,” Bush 
said. 

* Dukakis, who has accused 
Bush of favouring the rich and 
ignoring the plight of the less 
well-off. proposed a programme 
under winch home buyers would * 
be allowed to take up to S10,000 
out of retirement accounts to use 
as down payments. 

Federal law allowed deferring 
the payment of income taxes on 
interest that such accounts earn 
as long as the money is not with- 
drawn. The Dukakis proposal 
would allow the money to be 
taken out for home down 
payments without a tax penalty.

Petition

NEW DELHI, Oct 1 1 , (AP): The 
Supreme Court today dismissed 
an appeal by a Sikh sentenced to 
death for his part in the 1984 
assassina tion of Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi. 

A panel of three judges said it 
found “no merit to entertain the 
petition” of Kehar Singh, one of 
the two Sikhs sentenced to death 
by hanging for Mrs Gandhi's 
murder. 

The court also dismissed a 
petition by Pratap Singh, a Sikh 
doctor, who said the conviction 
was deceitful because no autopsy 
was performed on Mrs Gandhi's 
body. 

The rulings followed 
arguments by Keb&r Singh's 
lawyer. Ram Jethmalani, who 
said there was no evidence link- 
ing his client with the prime mini- 
ster's assassination. 

- KeharSingh, aformergevern- 
ment employee, had filed the 
petition challenging an Aug 3 
. judgement by the Supreme Court 
to uphold the death sentence 
issued by the trial court and 
approved by the Delhi High 
Court. 

Meanwhile, a city magistrate 
yesterday ordered police to 
investigate a complaint filed by 
Satwant Singh, who said be was 
fired at by other security men at 
Mrs Gandhi's residence after he 
was disarmed.

Damaged 

In London, British police said 
today that a suspicious fire had 
damaged the entrance of the 
Algerian consulate in London. 

It was not immediately known 
whether the incident was linked 
to rioting over austerity 
measures in Algeria. 

In Paris, former Algerian 
President Ahmed Ben Bella said 
yesterday that Muslim fun- 
damentalists were being wrongly 
blamed for promoting nearly a 
week of rioting across Algeria. 

He told French television the 
real cause of the past week's trou- 
bles was an abrupt break bet- 
ween the people and a “clique of 
colonels” he said had ruled the 
country since his own deposition 
in 1965. 

“A lot has been said about 
fundamentalists in the last few 
days, but I think apicture is being 
painted which is completely dif- 
ferent from what is really going 
on,” said Ben Bella, who still has 
dose links to Algeria. 


Angola and Cuba 
insist on 30-month

UNITED NATIONS. Oct 11, 
(Agencies): Declaring they have 
shown “maximum flexibility,” 
Angola and Cuba say they will 
insist on a 30-month timetable 
for the withdrawal of Cuban for- 
ces from Angola while support- 
ing a US-backed plan for 
Namibian independence begin- 
ning Novi. 

“A 30-month timetable is the 
limit of our concession," 
Angola's ambassador to the 
United Nations, Manuel Pedro 
Pacavira, said yesterday. 

Pacavira said earlier that Ass- 
istant Secretary of State Chester 
Crocker proposed that the 
Cuban withdrawal be carried out 
within 24 months, a schedule 
accepted by South Africa in 
meetings among officials from 
the United States Angola, South 
Africa and Cuba in New York 
over the weekend. 

Inslat 

The New York Times reported 
yesterday that the four parties 
agreed that Cuban troops should 
be withdrawn wi thin 24 to 30 
months. 

But echoing his Angolan ally, 
Cuban Deputy Foreign Minister , 
Ricardo Alarcon said: “We insist 
on 30 months. We have shown 
mmtimiim flexibility. It's up to 
the other side now.” 

Angola and Cuba previously 
deman ded a four-year timetable 
for the withdrawal of the 
estimated 50,000 Cuban troops 
in Angola.

‘alternative Nobel prize’ 


STOCKHOLM, Oct 11, 
(Reuter): Brazilian and 

Malaysian environmentalists 
and a British housing expert were 
today named as winners of the 
Right Livelihood Award, dub- 
bed the “alternative Nobel 
prize.” 

The ecology-oriented Right 
Livelihood Society, based on 
Britain^ Isle of Man but with a 
staff in Stockholm, has awarded 
the prize each year since 1980 
“for practical and exemplary 
solutions to real problems of 
today.” 

Changed 

Sahabat Alam. Malaysian 
branch of the environmentalist 
group Friends of the Earth, 
receives the award forits struggle 
to save tropical forests in Sar- 
awak. 

It shares the SI 00,000-prize 
with Brazilian Jose Lutzenberger 
and Briton John Turner. 

Lutzenberger resigned from 
the chemical industry to start an 


environmentalist movement in 
Latin America. 

Turner was cited for books 
and articles on social and cul- 
tural aspects of housing said to 
have changed housing policies in 
many countries. 

A special honorary award 
went to Danish physician Inge 
Kemp Genefke, founder of 
Copenhagen’s International 
Rehabilitation Centre for tor- 
ture victims. 

One of last year’s winners was 
Israeli nuclear technician Mor- 
dechai Van unu, jailed for leaking 
secrets about Israel's nuclear 
programme. 

The prizes were founded by 
Swedish-German millionaire 
Jacob Von Uexkull who sold a 
valuable stamp collection to fin- 
ance them. 

They are presented at a 
ceremony in Sweden's Parlia- 
ment on Dec 9, one day ahead of 
the Nobel prize presentation 


Field is wide open for 
Nobel literature prize 


STOCKHOLM, Oct 11, 
(Reuter): Sweden's Academy of 
Letters will announce the 1988 
winner of the Nobel literature 
prize on Thursday, ending the 

annual wait for an un usually 
wide field of candidates. 

The academy, guardian of the 
world’s premier literary award, 
said today the winner would be 
announced according to tradi- 
tion on the stroke of 1200 GMT 
in its headquarters above the 
stock exchange in the Swedish 
capital. 

An official list of candidates 
for the award is never revealed. 
This year's prize is worth 2.5 
million crowns ($390,000). 

But Swedish cultural reporters 
and editors, usually the 
recipients of well-informed leaks 
ahead of the announcement, 
were giving nothing away. 

Records 

“I really have no idea this year. 
It is unusually hard to tell,' said 
Hakan Jansson, journalist with 
the Stockholm tabloid Afton- 
bladet, the paper with one of the 
best records for tipping the win- 
ner. 

His colleagues on the other 
major Swedish papers said they 
were also unable to suggest the 
winner. 

The academy, an 18-member 


assembly of Swedish authors and 
academics, has no official selec- 
tion policy. History shows that it 
likes to spread its favours, 
encompassing varying styles, 
languages ana cultures. 

Its internal selection process 
indudes fierce bargaining ses- 
sions, with members “setting” 
their votes in exchange for sup- 
port in later years for their own 
favourite candidates. 

This process means that some 
names appear year after year. 

Reduces 

Some of the long-standing 
front-runners indude Mexican 
diplomat-poet Octavio Paz, his 
compatriot Carlos Fuentes, 
Czech novelist Milan Kiindera, 
South Africa's Nadime Gor- 
diiner and Trinidad-bom Briton 
V.S. Naipaul. 

Last year's winner was Soviet 
emigre poet and essayist Joseph 
Brodsky, which reduces the like- 
lihood of Paz or any other poet 
winning this year, literary sour- 
ces said. 

Other names tipped to be in 
contention include South 
African dissident novelist Andre 
Brink, regarded in France and 
the United States as one of South 
Africa’s major dissident novd- 
ists. 
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tation of UN Security Council 
Resolution 435, which calls for 
South Africa to end its 73-year 
occupation of neighbouring 
Namibia and allow its indepen- 
dence. 

The United States and South 
Africa have linked Namibian 
independence to the removal of 
Cuban troops from Angola, 
where the government has 
fought a 1 2 -year civil wax against 
guerrillas supported by South 
Africa and the United States. 

Pacavira denied there was an 
agreement on an exact timetable 
for the Cuban withdrawaL He 
called the weekend meeting 
“merely consultative” to prepare 
for the talks in Brazzaville, 
Congo, later this month. 

“1 am not in the position to say 
whether we are far or near an 
agreement,” Pacavira said. “For 
us the withdrawal is a gesture 
from the sovereign governments 
of Angola and Cuba to facilitate 
a solution to a problem that is the 
responsibility of the inter- 
national community.” 

Timetable 

In Zurich, South African 
President P.W. Botha said today 
the timetable for withdrawal of 
Cuban troops from Angola 
remains undecided, although the 
broad principles of an agreement 
for peace in southern Africa are 
in place. 

Botha, in Switzerland on a 
private visit, told reporters press 
reports from New York that- 
50,000 Cuban soldiers could 
withdraw from Angola between 
24 and 30 months from now were 
premature. 

“Our representatives did not 
go to New York to reach an 
agreement there,” he said. “It 
was a fact-finding delegation, 
and they will have to report back 
to the South African govern- 
ment. Then we can take the 
necessary decisions-” 

Discussions in New York 
among Angola, Cuba and South 
Africa on peace in Angola and 
independence for Namibia were 
suspended on Sunday to allow 
delegations to consult with their 
governments.

Protests in Yugoslavia 

Unrest wanes in 
tense Montenegro 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Oct 
1 1, (AP): Unrest in the southern 
republic of Montenegro 
appeared on the wane today, a 
day after co mmunis t rulers put 
more police on the streets of its 
capital. Titograd, and imposed 
“urgent measures.” 

Protests have swept much of 
southern and eastern Y ugoslavia 
in recent weeks, fuelled by ethnic 
tensions, 217-per cent inflation, 

1 5-per cent unemployment and a 
$ 2 1 -billion foreign debt. 

Police used violent tactics over 
the weekend to disperse Monten- 
egrin students and wortm 
demanding dismissal' of local 
Communist Party leaders, who 
' were blamed for a decline in liv- * ** 
ing standards.' *-- ■ 

But the unrest that persisted 
yesterday in Titograd, the capital 
of Montenegro 280 miles (450 
kilometres) southwest of Bel- 
grade, appeared to abate later. 

Pledged 

About 2,800 striking steel- 
workers pledged to return to 
work today. They had led about 
15,000 people in a rally yesterday 
at Niksic, 30 miles (50 
kilometres) north of Titograd, 
the state news agency Tanjug 
reported. 

Tanjug said 1,000 construc- 
tion workers also called off a 
strike yesterday after local party 
leaders promised to consider 
their demands. 

A member of Montenegro’s 
ruling presidium, Radivoje 
Brajovic, told a rally in Titograd 
in an emotional address that he 
was resigning, and the regional 
party leadership held an emer- - 
gency meeting. • 

Meanwhile, university 
students in Titograd vowed to 


continue a cafeteria boycott in 
seeking replacement of Monten- 
egro police chief Lazar Djodjic. 
who they blamed for orders to 
dispel protestors on Saturday 
with tear gas and dubs. 

Yugoslavia is made up of six 
republics and two autonomous 
provinces each with its own 
government and Communist 
Party structure. It is a nation of 
numerous ethnic groups. 

Predominant among the eth- 
nic tensions is the relationship 
between Christian Slavs and 
Muslim Albanians in the coun- 
try’s most impoverished region, 

' the province of Kosovo inside 
the Serbian republic. 

The central committee of Ser- 
bia has convened a session today 
to discuss Slobodan Milosevic's 
policy in search of greater con- 
trol ofKosovo and Serbia's other 
province, Vojvodina. 

Milosevic, the Serbian Com- 
munisty Party leader, seeks to 
change the constitution to 
protect Slavs in Kosovo, where 
Serbs and Montenegrins say they 
are persecuted by the majority 
Albanians. 

Kosovo and Vojvodina are 
nominally autonomous provin- 
ces. 

But last week, Milosevic man- 
aged to have the entire leadership 
of Vojvodina removed. And 
observers said a similar fate 
could be in store for the Kosovo 
leadership as it meets later this 
week. 

They said the real test for 
Milosevic's political skill will 
come at the session of the central 
committee of Yugoslavia, when 
his opponents will get the 
national platform to air their 
views. 


Palestinians call 
a wildcat strike 


BETHLEHEM, Occupied West 
Bank, Oct II, (AP): Israeli 
troops snatched the body of a 
refugee camp youth, who was 
shot to death by soldiers, in the 
midst of a funeral procession by 
angry mourners today. Palestin- 
ians responded by calling a wild- 
cat strike. 

' Army jeeps were seen forcing a 
red van carrying the body of 
Nazem Abu Juda to drive away 
after the procession by about 100 
Palestinians through this biblical 
dty turned into a stone-throwing 
melee. 

Enraged youths also hurled 
firebombs at soldiers, and troops 
fired rubber bullets and five 
ammunition in the air to disperse 
thecrowd. 

Arab witnesses said soldiers 
shot a 19-year-old man in the side 
with a plastic bullet during the 
disturbance. The Army confir- 
med one man was wounded. At 
least five people were arrested. 

Residents and officials at the 
nearby Dhefehe refugee camp 
said 18-year-okl Abu Juda, who 
lived in the camp, died early 
today after being snot in the head 
with a plastic bullet in a Sept 28 
dash with soldiers in which two 
other people were wounded. 

Spread 

News of the death quickly 
spread in the camp after Palestin- 
ians keeping a watch outside 
Juda's roomat Jerusalem's Muk- 
assad Hospital took the body to 
Dheishe, nine kilometres (six 


miles) south of Jerusalem, min- 
utes after the youth died. 

Mosque loudspeakers called 
on residents to participate in fun- 
eral services and to pay tribute to 
the family of the “martyr" whose 
body was hidden away from sol- 
diers. 

The Army responded almost 
immediately by declaring a cur- 
few on the camp near Bethlehem, 
and closing all entrances. 

At the main gate, dozens of 
jeeps and trucks and dozens of 
troops were seen standing guard, 
searching cars and stopping 
them from going either in or out 
of the camp. Two military 
helicopters hovered overhead. 

Many Palestinian youths were 
seen crawling under the camp 
fences to escape into Bethlehem, 
where Abu Juda's body was 
apparently taken before the cur- 
few. 

Largo 

An Army spokesman, who is 
not identified under regulations, 

said the body was taken to halt a’ 

large demonstration. He said it 
would be returned “at a time 
when we know it would not cause 
disturbances in Bethlehem.” 

After theinddent, hundreds of 
Palestinians, some of them 
masked youths, milled about the 
streets of Bethlehem, telling mer- 
chants to close their businesses 
and orderingcars off the roads in 
a makeshift protest strike 
Dozens of Palestinian flags were 
flying from electricity wires.

CAIRO, Oct 11, (UPl): Fire- 
works lit up the night sky as 
Cairo celebrated the opening of 
its new opera house — a $40 
million-structure built by Japan 
on a River Nile island as a token 
of Japanese-Egyptian friend- 
ship. 

President Hosni Mubarak and 
about 1,200 foreign and Egyp- 
tian guests watched the gala 
opening ceremony last night, 
featuring an East-and-West mix- 
ture of Japanese Kabuki theatre, 
Egyptian national and sentimen- 
tal songs and the (male of Beeth- 
oven's Ninth Symphony. 

The new complex, including a 
main auditorium and two 
smaller theatres, replaced a 
defunct opera house which has 
built in 1869 to celebrate the- 
opening of the Suez Canal but 
was destroyed by fire in 1 97 ! . 

Dream 

“A dream come true” was the 
reaction of many critics and 
intellectuals, but some lambas- 
ted the opening programme for 
being predominantly non-Egyp- 
tian, while others objected to the 
high entry prices. 

Musical bands, sword- and 
torch-bearers welcomed 
Mubarak when he arrived at 
Guezira island in central Cairo 
where the domed, cream- 
coloured structure was built by 
the Japanese over the past four 
years and fitted with state-of-the- 
art equipment. 

After unveiling a memorial 
plaque, Mubarak, and about 
1 ,200 guests, sat down to watch a 
Japanese Kabuki troupe present 
a performance for the first time in 
the Middle East and Africa. 

Kabuki is a form of Japanese 
drama dating back to Lhe 17th 
century, with male actors perfor- 
ming all roles, usually in a res- 
trained form ranging from pan- 
tomime to dance and song. 

The visiting troupe of IS 
actors, led by the celebrated 
Tomijuro Nakamura, and 15 
musicians, performed a play 
depicting the plight of three 
political exiles banished to a

Japanese sources confirmed 
that although Kabuki art was 
performed many times outside 
Japan, mainly in Europe and the

Hundreds of Burmese civil 
servants have been arrested or 
sacked as the authorities con- 
solidate power three weeks after 
staging a bloody military coup, 
diplomats and opposition 
figures said today. 

They also said opposition par- 
ties set up to contest promised 
elections were being harassed by 
Army personnel to stop them 
recruiting new members. 

The sources, contacted by tele- 
phone in Rangoon, said the 
purge involved high-ranking 
government workers accused of 
supporting pro-democracy 
demonstrations and strikes 
which sparked the Sept 1 8 coup. 

Top officials 

“In the last week more than 
1.000 have been arrested or 
sacked in Rangoon. A lot of them 
are director-generals which 
means the highest civil servant 
rank below the political level,” 
said one Western diplomaL

generals of communications and 
orports/ancf the medical director 
and director of theelectridty cor- 


Peres escapes attack 
in campaign violence 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Oct 11, (Reuter): Foreign Mini- 
ster Shimon Peres has escaped 
injury in a stone-throwing 
attack . as campaign violence sur- 
ges three weeks ahead of Israeli 
elections. 

An assailant hurled a stone at 
Peres’s car before a rally in the 
Israeli industrial town of Kiryat 
Gat. It was the fourth disruption 
this week of a campaign trip by 
the leader of the centre-left 
Labour Party, a partner in the 
■uling coalition. 

Witnesses said the stone 
damaged Lhe car roof and the 
store- thrower escaped in the 
dark. Peres ignored the incident . 
in his speech at the Kiryat Gat 
cultural centre. 

Labour and the rightist Likud 
bloc of Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir have blamed each other 
for the rising violence. The two 
parties, traditional rivals, for- 
med a unity government after 
inconclusive elections in 1 984. 

After the Kiryat Gat attack, 
Likud appealed to police to iden- 
tify and arrest the assailant. 

Over the weekend, police 


threatened to use teargas to 
break up a crowd of shouting 
Likud supporters who refused to 
let Peres speak. Afterwards, one 
man cursed Peres and splashed 
water in his face as police smug- 
gled the minister ouL 

The campaign for the Nov I 
election has focused largely on 
how to achieve Middle East, 
peace amid a 1 0-month-old 
Palestinian uprising in Israeli- 
occupied territories. 

Labour and Likud are at odds 
over the peace issue. Labour sup- 
ports convening an international 
Middle East peace conference 
and conceding occupied land for 
peace, both policies opposed by 
Likud. 

Shamir, while urging suppor- 
ters to exercise restraint, was also 
quoted by the Israeli press as 
saying of Peres: “What can 
someone who broke up the unity 
expect? Love?” 

Rabbi Meir Kahane's Kach 
Party, campaigning to expel the 
two million Arabs under Israeli 
rule, faced a high court hearing 
on whether to bar it from contes- 
ting the election. 
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porati on of the northeastern city 
of Taunggyi. which saw some of 
the bloodiest clashes. 

A top pilot of the state airline 
Burma Airways and 18 officials 
at the Burma Broadcasting 
Service were also dismissed after 
supporting the drive to end 25 
years of single-party socialist 
mle, the sources said. 

“The picture is entirely clear 
that an interim government 
preparing for democratic elec- 
tions is systematically sacking 
riiose who took part in the 
peaceable movement to press for 
such elections,” one Western 
diplomat said. 

“One can guess that this comes 
from the very top and is an act of 
revenge against those who tur- 
ned against the system.” 

There has been no official con- 
firmation of the purge, but the 
sources said it had had a bad 
affect on morale in the govern- 
ment apparatus. 

The Army took over after six 
months of national protest and 
violent repression in which 
thousands were killed, promising 
* general elections as soon as order 
was restored. 

Flood waters ■ 
recede in 
Pakistan 

LAHORE, Oct 11, (AP): Flood 
waters receded in eastern Pakis- 
tan today after doing an 
estimated 5277 million worth of 
damage, officials said. 

Five swollen rivers which had 
overflowed and caused the worst 
flooding here in recent memory j 
were finally draining into the I 
Indus River, meteorologists 
reported. They said the Indus 
was expected to be able to carry 
most of the excess water safely to 
the Indian Ocean. 

Official figures released by the 
government put the death toll at 
196 in Punjab province, but 
unofficial estimates indicated 
more than 300 people may have 
died. 

Officials said the waters inun- 
dated 4,011 villages in the 
province, destrpyed 71,127 
homes and damu^d 87,116 
more. 

Damage so far was estimated 
at about S277 million, they said. 

The floods, caused by heavy 
rains on the northern subcontin- 
ent -in late September, also 
caused widespread devastation 
in India and Bangladesh. 

Pakistani relief agencies and 
the Army set up dozens of relief 
and rescue centers around the 
populous Punjab. Thousands of 
people were vaccinated against 
typhus and cholera but officials 
said no major outbreaks were 
reported.

Afghan city falls to rebels 


ISLAMABAD, Oci 1 1, (AP): A 
spokesman for an Afghan 
guerrilla group said today that 
Muslim rebels have captured 
Asadabad, a provincial capital, 
after a month-long siege. 

Details of the capture, which 
gives rebels control of the entire 
northeastern Afghanistan 
Kunar province, were sketchy, 
said Asun Nasser Zia, a spokes- 
man for the National Islamic 
Front of Afghanistan. 

_ Afghan troops began evacua- 
ting Asadabad last week, prepar- 
ing for its fall, said Fazle Akbar.a 
representative of the Afghan 
information and documentation 
centre in Pakistan's northwest 
city of Peshawar. 

Kunar province hugs the bor- 
der with Pakistan and is a 
strategic link to Afghanistan's 
north. 

Its capture opens a northern 
route to the Afghan capital of 
Kabul and gives guerrillas access 
to the eastern city of Jalalabad. 

Asadabad, known among 
Afghans as Chagbaserai, is 
about 20 kilometres from the 
Pakistan border and 160 
kilometres northeast of Kabul. 

Iran holds 
exhibition 
in Moscow 

NICOSIA, Oct 11, (Reuter): 
Iran has opened its first 
exhibition in the Soviet Union 
since the 1979 Islamic revolu- 
tion, the Iranian news agency 
IRNA said today. 

About 200 industrial products 
went on show in M oscow yes- 
terday in a bid to boost trade 
with the Soviet Union, the 
agency said. 

IRNA said Iranian and Soviet 
officials speaking at the open- 
ing ceremony expressed 
interest in expanding trade 
between the two neighbour- 
ing countries. 

“The Islamic Republic of Iran 
attaches great importance to 
relations with countries 
which respect Iran's sovereig- 
nty,” IRNA quoted Hussein 
Khabbazan, the head of. 
Iran's export promotion cen- 
tre, as saying. 

Iran and the Soviet Union 
exchanged goods worth $2'53 
- million* in 4987 and -the- 
yojume of trade is expected to _? 
'Tile tfSSStflhfflibfi this'year; - 
according to Iran's Chamber 
of Commerce magazine. 
Iranian officials have said ties 
with the Soviet Union, 
strained by Moscow's arms 
supplies to Iraq, would 
improve after a UN-brokered 
ceasefire ended fighting, in 
August in theeight-year-Tong 
. Iran-Iraq war. 

Indian novelist 
dies in US 

ST. LOUIS, Oct 1 1, (AP): A fun- 
eral was held yesterday for 
Bhabani Bhaltacharya, an inter- 
nationally known Indian novel- 
ist and professor, who died a day 
earlier at age 81 after a heart 
attack. 

The body was cremated. 
Bhattacharya, bom in Bihar, 
India, was educated in England, 
receiving a doctoral degree from 
the London School of Econ- 
omics. 

He served as press attache at 
the Indian Embassy in Washing- 
ton and was an editor of The 
Illustrated Weekly of India in the 
early 1950s in Bombay. In the 
late 1950s and early 1960s, he was 
a visiting professor at Harvard 
University. 

His novels, written in English 
and translated into 28 languages, 
focussed on social and economic 
trends in India. Among the 
novels were “A goddess of 
Gold,” “He Who Rides the 
Tiger," “Music for Mohini,” and 
“So Many Hunger.” His last 
novel “A Dream in Hawaii,” was 
published in 1972. 
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Nasser Zia said the guerrillas 
do not expect retaliatory action 
by Soviet or Afghan troops 
because guerrillas control the 
Kunar valley, making it costly to 
attempt to regain the capital. 

Government convoys "would 
be picked off by mujahedeen like 
sitting ducks,” said Nasser Zia. 

Garrisons 

In addition to capturing 
Asadabad, guerrillas also 
overran a num ber ofgo vemment 
garrisons, said Mohammad 
Ishaq, a member of the rebel 
group Hezb-e-Islami. 

Pashad, a problem garrison 
for mujahedeen, also fell during 
the fighting, he said. 

Afghan troops “al Pashad 
indiscriminately shelled the area 
causingagreat number of casual- - 
ties among civilians and muja- 
hedeen." ishaq said. Pashad, is 
several kilometres south of 
Asadabad. 

In addition to Asadabad. the 
guerrillas now boast control of 
Sharan. the southeastern Pak- 
tika provincial capital, Toloqan, 
the northeastern Takhar 
province and the central Bamyan 
provincial centre. 


Sharan and Asadabad have 
been captured within the last two 
weeks. 

US-backed mujahedeen have 
been waging a 10-year war with 
the Soviet-backed government in 
Kabul. The Soviets agreed this 
year to withdraw their troops, 
which have been in Afghanistan 
since 1 979. 

Half of the estimated 100,300 
troops were withdrawn by mid- 
August, according to the United 
Nations. But Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze 
said last month that lhe with- 
drawal was being halted pending 
investigation of violations of the 

agreement. 

A fleet of military vehicles, a 
helicopter, a tank and five 
million Afghanis (528,000) are 
among the spoils that fell to 
Muslim guerrillas who captured 
an easlern Afghan garrison, a 
resistance spokesman said on 
Monday. 

“The commander was so 
excited about the spoils that he 
didn't say anything about the 
regime (Kabul government) 
iroops.” said Nasser Zia. The 
news came in a hastily written 


note brought to the Pakistani 
capital by returning rebels, he 
said. 

The victors had thought they 
were taking a small and relatively 
insignificant garrison in the sub- 
district of Gaim. about 104 km 
west of the Pakistan border, he 
said. Rebel commanders repor- 
ted the area fell to guerrillas lute 
last week. 

Since co-ordination between 
rebel groups inside Afghanistan 
has solidified, the practice has 
been to divide the spoils among 
commanders, with Lhe largest 
groups in the area gctling~the 
biggest share, said Nasser Zia. 

He said the 528.000 instant 
wealth by Afghan standards, 
likely would have been used by 
government troops to bribe the 
guerrillas. It's not unusual for 
harassed government troops to 
try to buy a ceasefire with rebels 
in their area, said Nasser Zia. 

Nine rebels were killed taking 
the garrison. Nothing was said of 
the casualties suffered by the 
government or whether 
guerrillas captured the garrison 
or Afghan troops evacuated n. he 
said. 


Sinhalese retaliate against peace accord 

Blast hurts six in Colombo 


COLOMBO, Oct II, (AP): 
Three bombs exploded in the 
capital and injured at least six 
people today, a day after five 
people died during a nationwide 
strike protesting the govern- 
ment's peace overtures to Tamil 
rebels. 

Authorities believe the bombs 
were planted by the People’s 
Liberation Front, a radical Sin- 
halese group that called Mon- 
day's strike, said A. S. Sen- 
eviratne, deputy inspector-gen- 
eral of police. 

“Troops and police cordoned 
off the area of the blasts and 
conducted search operations,” 
Seneviratne said. “A number of 
suspects have been taken in for 
questioning.” 

Two bombs exploded in the 
business centre of Colombo, 
while a third went off near a 
supermarket in a suburb of the 
city, he said. 


The People's Liberation Front 
says a peace accord aimed at end- 
ing the 5-year-old civil war grants 
loo many concessions to the 
Tamils, who are fighting for an 
independent homeland in the 
northeastern pro vi nee . 

The group has vowed to kill all 
supporters of the accord and is 
blamed for at least 500 deaths 
since the agreement was signed 
on July 29. 1987. 

Denial 

Two bombs had exploded in 
Colombo on Monday during the 
strike, injuring four people, 
including two soldiers. 

Five people died and four oth- 
ers were injured on Monday 
when police opened fire on a 
group of Sinhalese demon- 
strators who attacked a police 
station in the town of Matara. 
about 136 kms south of 
Colombo. 

Meanwhile, the Liberation 


Tigers of Tamil Eelam, the lar- 
gest and most militant rebel 
group, said it was not responsible 
for the killing on Sunday of 47 
Sinhalese villagers in a northern 
village. 

“The aim of this malicious 
report is to discredit our organi- 
sation,” said a statement from ' 
the Tigers' office in London. 

The victims, including 13 
women and 18 children, were 
killed while they slept in the 
village of Ulukulama. 240 kms 
northeast of Colombo. One 
military official had said the mas- 
sacre was “clearly the work of the 
Tigers." 

The killings were the worst 
burst of violence in the eth- 
nically-divided island for the 
past year and came a day before 
nominations closed for local 
administrative council in lhe 
Tamil-dominated northeastern 
province closed. 


US to pay 
$500m for 
keeping bases 
in Philippines 

MANILA. Oct 1 1. (API: US and 
Filipino officials have reached a 
tentative agreement under which 
Washington would provide a 
SSfiO million compensation 
package for use of iis six bases 
here, three newspapers reported 
today 

A ‘Filipino source told the 
Associated Press on Monday 
that the two sides had finished 
reviewing an agreement govern- 
ing US bases, and an agreement 
lasting through 1991 was possi- 
ble within a week. 

"It's over. An agreement is 
possible within a few days, 
muvhe within a week's time.” 
>aid the source. 

“There was compromise on 
both sides.” said the source, who 
is im olved in the talks. He said 
both panels were working on the 
wording of the agreement. 

in April. US und Philippines 
panels began talks on the status 
of Clark Air Base, the Subic Bay 
Nava) Base and lour smaller ins- 
tallations in the Philippines. 
Howe'er, the talks stalled over 
compensation and other issues. 

Payment 

The linked States now pays 
jbout SI 80 million a year for the 
bases. The Filipino panel repor- 
tedly demanded up to S 1 .2 billion 
annually for the final two years 
of the agreement. 

The source gave no details of 
the tentative agreement. But 
three Manila newspapers — The 
Journal. Businessworld and 
Malaya, said today that the US 
has agreed to provide S456 
million in economic support, 
military assistance and com- 
modities. mostly wheal. 

In addition, the newspapers 
said the United States would 
provide unspecified loans, which 
the Philippines could use to pur- 
chase US Treasury bonds. The 
bonds would be used to retire 
some of the country's 528 billion 
foreign debt. 

Malaya said the total package, 
including cash, assistance and 
loans, would amount lo more 
than S500 million a year. 

Businessworld quoted an 
unnamed source as saying US 
negotiators were "highly resis- 
tant" to the SI. 2 billion figure 
because US Secretary of Slate 
George Shultz publicly branded 
Filipino demands “out of 
bounds.”

Iran is not attending the gath- 
ering apparently because of its 
political dispute with Saudi 
Arabia which led to the end of 
diplomatic relations between the 
two countries last April. 

The Saudi monarch safd he 
regrets Iran's absence and 
indicated that it was unwarran- 
ted since the conference was an 
Islamic and not a Saudi forum.

Telephone card 
system expanded 


KUWAIT, Oct 11, (KUNA): 
Sudanese Culture and Informa- 
tion Minister Abdullah Moha- 
med Ahmed has highly praised 
S udanese-K u wai ti relations and 
voiced his coun try's gratitude for 
Kuwait's assistance to Sudan. 

In an interview with the local 
daily published here today,

Further efforts 
by the Sudanese and Arab 
politicians are necessary to stren- 
gthen those ties in the interest of 
Arab and Islamic ambitions,” 
the Sudanese minister was 
quoted as saying. 

: Ahmed accused foreign media 
of violating Sudan's laws by brin- 
ging in sophisticated equipment 
without tne knowledge of the 


Khartoum authorities. He said 
that a foreign news agency he did 
not name recently smuggled 
transmission equipment into the 
capital. 

He explained that the Western 
countries arc launching a hostile 
campaign against Sudan because 
of its Arab and Islamic drive. 

Ahmed indicated that the 
Sudan had a huge oil reserve 
which has not yet been exploited. 

He claimed that Sudan's crude 
reserve is equal to that in the 
entire oil-rich Gulf countries. 

Insurgence 

Ahmed accused the leader of 
the rebel Sudan People's Libera- 
tion Movement John Garang of 
being a puppet for foreign 
fiowers. He said his government 
offered several peace initiatives, 
but all were unheeded by 
Garang. 

“We are upgrading our Army 
and we deal firmly with all the 
elements of insurgence, but at the 
same time we extend a hand for 
peace and dialogue.” he said.

Jahra and 
another three areas in Kuwait 
City, Fade! Abou Al Hasan, 
director of marketing and 
services assistance ai the Minis- 
try of Communications, said. 

The system will save time and 
money, he said. Card holders will 
no longer have to wait in public 
call offices. 

Card holders will also be able 
to lake advantage of the new 
reduced pnees for overseas calls 
which will go into effect in 
November. 

.Ai Hasan said that the minis- 
try issued magnetized cards at 
prices ranging from KD3 and 
KD5 to KD10. The cards arc 


mailable at ail idecommunica- 
tions centres. 

The card expires when lhe 
caller uses up the total amount of 
the card. To insure that a call is 
not disconnected in the midst of a 
conversation. >ubseribers are 
advised to purchase a new card 
well in advance of the expiry of 
the card. 

A lone will be heard and a 
llashinu signal will be seen on the 
display" screen before the card 
becomes invalid. If the caller 
wishes to continue his call with- 
out interruption, he can press a 
black button to insert the card 

Due to lhe efficiency of the 
service, the ministry is planning 
to inslal another 90 public tele- 
phones all over Kuw ait and in co- 
operatives. Al Hasan said. 

The ministry hasalso provided 

the service at the airport, on 
Fahud Al Salem Street and al the 
Ministries Complex, he said. 

The system will help the man 
on the street and those who have 
no telephone at home, he said. 

Al Hasan said that public tele- 
phone booths may he crowded in 
the evenings because many peo- 
ple are likely to use the phones 
after working hours.

Speaking to Al Rat Al Aam, 
the director said that the idea for 
the celebration stemmed from a 
nation-wide effort to landscape 
the State of Kuwait in response 
to directives of HH the Amir.

A special exhibition of old 
local agricultural and poultry- 
keeping techniques as well as 
representations of old Kuwaiti 
souks and buildings will also be 
featured. 

Another special exhibit will 
feature the latest technologies in 
agriculture and food processing 
fields to provide visitors an idea 
of the produce of local compan- 
ies.

inaugurated a new agricultural 
project to be executed in co- 
operation with experts from the 
Federal Republic of Germany. 

The project is aimed at 
developing greenhouse agricul- 
ture techniques to suit arid 
climatic conditions prevailing in 
the region. The project is also 
expected to provide solutions to 
problems faced by the agricul- 
tural sector in Kuwait by using 
natural energy sources and 
brackish water. 

The project will be implemen- 
ted in three stages and will be 
completed in five years. The first 
stage which began last Septem- 
ber included building agricul- 
tural houses and installing cool- 
ing systems on solar energy cells. 

Compilation of data on 
humidity, temperature and 
speed of wind as well as consum- 
ption of water and electricity is in 
progress, according to the direc- 
tor general.

I’VE been meaning to ask this 
question for a Jong time: how 
come movie detectives always 
drive around in beautiful cars? 
How come they're always fla- 
shy and poised and reckless? 
This time thecar is a red conver- 
tible, and far too good for the 
likes of Roger Mortis and 
Doug Bigelow. Watch the first 
name — there will be a serious 
attempt at a play on words in 
the course of the film. 

Dead Heat is not really worth 
seeing. 1 suppose it's a valiant 
attempt to iind a new twist to 
the standard cops and robbers 
motif, but it degenerates into an 
excuse for long drawn out 
shooting sessions where 
nobody falls down for long, 
and cot- particularly- astound- 
ing special effects. 

Our two detectives are work- 
ing on a series of excessively 
violent robberies, and manage 
to fell two of the thugs. These 
are. naturally enough, taken to 
the morgue. Here is another 
question for you. One was 


blown up with his own hand- 
grenade, the other was crashed 
into at great speed by Mr Mor- 
tis driving a commandeered 
car. so how come the bodies are 
intact on the slab? Forget the 
question, there isn't an answer. 
Anyway the pretty coroner, 
Rebecca, whose main purpose 
in the film is to have nice hair, 
says that in fact the vi Hams have 
been in the morgue before — 
and that she performed the 
autopsy herself and even has 
photographs to prove it. 

“Is there anything else you 
find strange in these guys?” 
asks detective Mortis, as if that 
wasn’t enough. 

The trail takes them to Dante 
Pharmaceuticals (another in- 
joke) where Miss James, with 
an identical hair style to 
Rebecca, gives them an expur- 
gated tour of the premises. 
Obyiously, all is not as it seems, 
and Roger Mortis gets killed. 
Then we discover that what the 
baddies have been doing is 
bringing the dead back to life 
and using them to rob banks, 
jewellery stores, supply KTV 


personnel etc. Rebecca and 
Doug bring Roger Mortis back 
to life, and then find that he will 
decompose in about 12 hours. 
Why? because the director has 
to find something for the 
special effects department to 
do. 

The film continues from 
major violent killer attack, to 
mindless violence and back, 
growing increasingly grue- 
some. with the baddies and 
goodies bearing less and less 
resemblance to the living as the 
film progresses. The stupidest 
thing in the film is a deadly 
attack from dead ducks etc in a 
Chinese delicatessen. “You’re 
hurt!" Miss James tells Mortis 
solicitously. “I’m dead lady,” 
he replies. “That doesn't mean 
you can be rude,” she retorts. 
This is the nearest to profundity 
this Dim gets. 

Then we have the gradual 
and spasmodic decomposing of 
Mortis' body. Another ques- 
tion, also without an answer, 
how come immediately after 
the gun battle, when Mortis 
looks in the minor in the bath- 


room, his bare torso has no 
bullet holes, and a tittle later, 
when being examined by 
Rebecca, whose hair is still per- 
fect, he not only has bulletholes 
but is decomposing rapidly? 

“Do you remember when we 
were training they used to tell us 
you can’t be a good cop and a 
dead cop? Here's your chance 
to prove them wrong," Doug 
comforts him. 

Then it turns out that Miss 
James is dead too, and to 
emphasise the point, does an 
instant decompose. Well, in the 
end, they get the baddy, Doug 
dies too, is also brought back to 
life and they walk ofT into the 
mist having shot anything that 
moves. 

There are one or two quite 
nice scenes, like when Mortis 
climbs out of a body bag, 
obviously in an advanced stage 
of decay, and shows his warren L 
card to the traffic cop, who is 
totally terrified, but these are 
totally spoilt by other excesses 
within the film, like prolonged 
sequences of two dead people 
shooting each other, riddling 


each other with bullet holes. By 
the end of the First ten minutes 
of the film this is already getting 
monotonous. 1 mean, how long 
and how many bullets does it 
take before a body would sim- 
ply fall apart? That's certainly 
what the film does, from the 
opening moments onwards. 

How can you kill someone 
whose already dead? This ques- 
tion does not seem to occur to 
the evil baddy who is bringing 
all these corpses to life. In an 
effort to avoid capture he takes 
% machine gun, which just hap- 
pens to be lying around, and 
ores at the already sieve-tike 
heroes. 

T neat Williams plays Mortis, 
and looks better and better the 
more he decays, and Joe Pis- 
copo, who partnered Danny 
De Vito in Wise Guys, is totally 
asinine as Doug. No-one 
should be broken hearted if 
they can't find a copy of this 
video. Just like the cops in the 
story, the film starts weak, dies 
completely, but staggers on 
anyway, decomposing rapidly. 


Willis joins ranks of macho supermen

BRUCE WILLIS shot to fame 
in the series MooaKghting, as a 
tough detective with a sense of 
humour. As a result his screen 
career has also taken off in a big 
way, with his first major rolesin 
Blind Date and Sunset portray- 
ing him in comedy parts. 
However, it was only when he 
was cast in the tough guy role 
that he really hit the big time. 

Die Hard, in which he plays a 
tough cop alone against a 
terrorist group, topped the box 
office in the USA for several 
weeks this summer, and it looks 
as if Willis has joined the ranks 
of macho supermen alongside 
Stallone, Bronson, Eastwood 
and Schwarzenegger. 

Moreover Willis manages to 
carry it off with that mis- 
chievous charm which has won 
him millions of fans in Moon- 
Jigjyjjig. , The,, (not, ..y«y„ w 
original) premise of Die Hard 
involves file terrorist takeover 
of the headquarters of a Japan- 
ese conglomerate in Los 
Angeles. These terrorists, 
however are after ransom 
money and have devised an 
elaborate, cold hearted escape 
plan. Willis, a New York cop, 
accidentally gets involved when 
he comes to visit his estranged 
wife (Bonnie Bedelia) on Cb ris- 
tmas Eve. Alan Rickman as the 
suave head terrorist, and Alex- 
ander Godunov as. his hot 
headed number two, are good 
foils for Willis, and help raise 
Die Hard above the run of the 


mill . While there are as many 
explosions and stunts as in any 
action picture, this at least has 
some style. 

The acme of Tom Hulce's 
career was surely Amadeus, in 
which he played a madcap 
Mozart. Since then, in films 
such as Echo Park, and Slam- 
dance, he has hardly made any 
impression. In another new 
theatrical release, Do mini ck 
and Eugene, he plays the slow, 
mentally retarded, twin brother 
of Ray Liotta. Whilst Liotta is a 
graduate doctor, offered a fell- 
owship at Stanford, his brother 
works on a garbage disposal 
truck. Yet both try to stay 
together in a world trying to 
tear them apart. As the plot 
develops we begin to under- 
stand that Hulce's condition is 
not hereditary, and that some- 
thing happened to him as a 
child. When he sees a father 
maltreat his-son and push him 
down- a flight of stairs, long 
suppressed memories are- 
reawakened; with potentially, 
tragic consequences. 

Bill Forsythe is a well known 
name in the British film indus- 
try due to the successes of his 
offbeat comedies Gregory’s 
Girl and Local Hero. His first 
American film is Housekeep- 
ing, starring Christine Lahti 
and Sarah Walker, and like his 
previousefforts is full of atmos- 
phere and lingering strange- 
ness. The story is told by one of 
two sisters growing up in the 
Pacific Northwest, They never 


knew their father and while 
they are very small, their 
mother kisses them goodbye 
and drives her car over a cliff 
into a lake. Madness seems to 
run in the family, and after a 
spell with various old and ditb- 
ery relatives, they end up in the 
care of an aunt whose idea of 
housekeeping is odd to say the 
least. She stacks the house with 
old newspapers and polished 
empty food cans and generally 
feels the call of the bizarre and 
the nutty. One of the sisters 
revels in it, the other feels 
threatened. 

This isa delightful movie, full 
of low-key poetry and visual 
niceties. Lahti, as the nutty 
aunt, is one of the most quix- 
otically lovable characters for a 
long time. 

A Gathering of Oli Men isa 
more serious movie which 
received wide acclaim when it 
was released recently ' in 
America. Beaux Bouxtan, a 
vicious white Cajun, lies shot 
dead in the yard of a black man, 
and it is only a matter of time 
before the lynch mob appears. 
Before it does, plantation 
heiress Holly Hunter spreads 
the word through the black 
community, ordering her 
negroes to take a stand and save 
the purported executioner 
played by Louis Gosset Jr. In a 
short time, T8 black over 70s are 
standing up to the blows of the 
hardboiled sheriff (Richard 
Widmark), each vehemently 
claiming responsibility for the

crime. Not surprisingly this 
causes something of a stir in the 
Cajun community, elements of 
which are thirsting for Negro 
Wood. A Gathering of Old Men 
is a simple well tola story .about 
people who refuse to give up 
their dignity, even under 
extreme pressure. The whites 
are a bit shortchanged in the 
process and we are left wonder- 
ing if (nearly) all Cajuns are 
racialist maniacs. However, 
this only detracts slightly from 
what is otherwise an extremely 
professionally crafted film. 

Yet another movie set in 


rural America is A Rilling 
Affair, starring Peter WeDer. In 
the woods of the Appalachians, 
a woman takes in the man who 
has murdered her husband. He 
claims that the husband raped 
his wife and killed her, but the 
isolated setting of the house 
already tells us that there's a lot 
more blood and suspense in 
store.

Yugoslav leaders 
in panic over unrest 


By Peter Humphrey 


BELGRADE, (Reuter): Yugo- 
slav leaders are desperately seek- 
ing to quell unrest which they see 
as rocking the very foundations 
of this multi-racial communist 
federation. 

This was the assessment of 
WesLern diplomats 3nd 
Yugoslav political analysts after 
one of the most turbulent weeks 
in the 43-year history of the post- 
war state. 

A politburo power struggle for 
the country’s future appears to 
be coming to a head amid 
violence on the streets. 

“The past week’s events have 
sent Yugoslav leaders to panic 
stations. They feel threatened. 
They see the entire regime at 
stake,” said a Western ambas- 
sador in Belgrade. 

Yugoslavia, with a mainly 
Slav population of 23 million, 
people, has been a fragile com- 
munity of potential disunity 
since it was first created as a 
Serbian-led kingdom from the 
ashes of World War I. 

After fresh ravages wrought 
by World War II, the new com- 
munist regime of the late 
President Josip Broz Tito man- 
aged to weld the country into a 
socialist federation. 

But since Tito's death in 1980, 
ethnic and territorial divisions 
have intensified, along with 
economic crises, as the country 
drifted under a collective leader- 
ship system. 

Another Western ambassador 
said: “The silver lining in the 
cloud might be that a new leader- 
ship system emerges from the 
dust to put this country on its feet 
again. We would all welcome 
that, so long as the leader is not a 
despot." 

Unrest has worsened in 
Y ugoslavia as labour grievances, 
nationalist sentiments in Serbia, 
and concern over corruption and 
abuseof power have emerged in a 
broad platform of protest besieg- 
ing the ruling elite of some 50 top 
communists. 

There have been 800 strikes 
this year. Workers stormed 


parliament in June. And 
throughout the summer Serbs 
and Montenegrins staged 
militant protests over alleged 
persecution of Slavs by ethnic 
Albanians in Kosovo province. 

The Serbs have been eg g ed on 
by praise from Serbian regional 
Communist Party leader 

Slobodan Milosevic, whose sup- 
porters have hailed him on the 
streets as a new Tito. 

Western and Yugoslav 
analysts say Milosevic is respon- 
sible for accelerating the conver- 
gence of various types of unrest 
and igniting the politburo power 
struggje. 

“He has stirred the cauldron,” 
a Yugoslav analyst said. 

In one instance a crowd of 

100,000 people overthrew the 
regional party politburo of 
Vojvodina province, an auton- 
omous pari of Serbia. 

Then thousands of protesters 
besieged parliament in the 
impoverished republic of Mon- 
tenengro on Friday and Satur- 
day and were stormed by 
paramilitary police in the first 
show of force against social and 
political unrest. 

Many analysts say the brutal 
action by police with tear gas and 
clubs may trigger new and stron- 
ger protests. 

Ljubomir Tadic, a prominent 
Belgrade academic, told Reuters 
there could be a fierce backlash 
and that Montenegrin leaders 
were “digging their own graves 
by using force." 

Franc Selin, a Slovenian who 
recently resigned from the polit- 
buro claiming he was disgusted 
with the power struggle, also sees 
the worst. 

“There is a great danger of 
unbridled elements destroying 
our constitutional order," he 
told Yugoslav party leaders on 
Saturday. “I no longer feel safe 
on the streets of Belgrade." 

Setinc’s republic, Slovenia, 
blames the Montenegro distur- 
bances on Serbia. 

Yugoslavs are now venting 
their frustration over all the 
waste and drill of the past eight 
years, a Western diplomat said, 
adding: 


Black voters unmoved by 
US presidential campaign

CHICAGO. (Reuter): Ame- 
rica's blacks have so far found 
little to shout about in the 1988 
presidential campaign. 

Things could change in the 
four-and-a-ha If weeks left before 
the election. 

Bui if blacks fail to muster 
sufficient enthusiasm to go to the 
polls. Democrat Michael Duk- 
akis will go into his showdown 
against George Bush with a 
severe handicap. 

"The big issue is turnout. If 
there's a low turnout, the black 
vole could be crucial, par- 
; ticulurly in some key states 

including Illinois." Dukakis field 
organiser Donna Bruzite. a 

. black, told Reuters. 

Four years ago. blacks, the 

Democrats’ most loyal con- 
stituency. backed Democratic 

presidential nominee Waller 
Mondale over Ronald Reagan 
by about nine-lo-one and 
accounted for 20 per cent of 
Mondalc's votes. 

Attract 

But observers of black politics 
say Bush does not attract the 
same negative reaction from 
blacks that Reagan did, while 
Dukakis lacks Mondale’s civil 
rights track record. 

Some experts say Dukakis 
needs the strong backing of for- 
mer presidential rival Jesse Jack- 
son to stir up his fellow blacks. 

The civil rights leader has gen- 
erally played the good soldier, 
telling a gathering of black jud- 
ges and political leaders that 
their constituents need a 
Democratic administration. 

“You're at the point where 
you can say...“I can do without 
the next president’. Maybe you 
can, but the people who believe in 
: you can’t," he said. 

"The people we serve can’t 
survive four more years of this 
direction," 

But at other times Jackson has 
seemed clearly miffed over what 
he regards as mistreatment by 
Dukakis, who had promised him 
a key role in the campaign. 

The two men have appeared 
together on just a handful oT 
occasions, generally in remote 
black churches - an apparent 
bid by Dukakis strategists to 
avoid frightening conservative 


while voters fearful that the 
liberal Jackson might have exces- 
sive influence in a Dukakis 
administration. 

Dukakis himself has held only 
ihree rallies in predominantly 
black, inner-city neighbour- 
hoods since the Democratic con- 
vention. the most recent one in 
Chicago on Oct 3. 

And a New York Times poll in 
mid-September showed that 
only 69 per cent of black votere 
nationwide supported Dukakis 
— a dismal showing for a 
Democrat. 

“It is apparent there is no great 
welling-up of enthusiasm.” said 
James Williams, information 
director for the National 
Association for the Advan- 
cement of Coloured People, a 
group which lakes a non-part- 
isan stance in the election 

“With Mondale there was a 
long track record in civil rights 
which made him really popular," 
he said in reference to the former 
Minnesota senator’s role in 
pushing civil rights laws through 
the senate. “And... Bush doesn't 
exert the same sort of negative 
feeling among blacks (that 
Reagan did}.” 

Roland Burris, a black who is 
state complrollerof lllionois and 
a vice-chair of the Democratic 
National Committee, said blacks 
will ultimately turn out for Duk- 
akis. 

“There is a lull.” he said. “Are 
they dancing in the streets? Are 
they hyped? No. But that is com- 
ing. The momentum is building 
up and after the World Series 
baseball competition it will beat 
a fever pilch." 

Interest 

But William Sampson, an 
associate professor of sociology 
at Northwestern University and 
an observer of black politics, dis- 
agreed: 

“The level of interest is low. To 
an awful lot of black voters, 
Reagan has been the quintessen- 
tial ogre. Four years ago they had 
Reagan to vole against. They 
also had in Mondale an old-line 
civil rights supporter to vote for. 

“This lime around Bush says 
many of (he same things but he 
doesn’t stir quite thcenmily. And 
there's no Mondalc. Dukakis 
doesn’t quite have the record or 
charismu thaL could overcome 
that," Sampson said.

Israel using US Green Beret

BINT JBAIL. Lebanon. (Reu- 
ter): An Israeli graduate of the 
US Army's Special Forces 
School (s applying lessons from 
American Green Beret instruc- 
tors to Israel's self-styled security 
zone in South Lebanon. 

“What I {earned about uncon- 
ventional warfare during a year 
at Fort Bragg, North Carolina, is 
being put into practice by my unit 
in the security zone and beyond," 
said the 28-year-old major whom 
censors said could be named only 
as Eitan. 

Buffer 

He said the techniques 
included long-range patrolling 
behind enemy lines and the use of 
high-technology optica] and 
electronic detection equipment. 

Eitan, whose unit also may not 
be identified, spoke on a rare 
Army press tour of the zone 
along Israel's norLhem border. 


His battalion operates, in the 
almost wholly Muslim central 
sector of the buffer strip, set up 
three years ago when Israel with- 
drew most ofthe invasion force it 
sent into Lebanon in 1982. 

The security zone is between 
four km (nearly three miles) and 
1 5 km (nine miles) deep and runs 
about 100 km (60 miles) from the 
Mediterranean coastline to the 
slopes of Mount Henmon. 

It is jointly patrolled by the 
allied South Lebanon Army 
(SLA) militia, estimated to num- 
ber 2,000 to 3,000 men and by 
Israel, which maintains several 
hundred soldiers in the zone and 
others nearby. 

“What I learned was the need 
for aggressive long-range 
patrolling far beyond our lines 
and the need for the most modern 
detection equipment to prevent 
hostile infiltration into IsraeL," 
Eitan said during the tour. 

Standing on the sandbagged 


terrace of an Israeli firehose out- 
side this Muslim town, he poin- 
ted to a shrub-covered ridge a 
mile (km) away and said: “Every- 
thing north of there is 'Indian 
country*, uncontrolled by any 
authority." 

Dusty Centurion tanks stood 
in the courtyard where young 
soldiers laden with equipment 
assembled around squad leaders 
before heading into the fading 
daylight for night patrols and 
ambushes. 

Job 

“Our job is to prevent Pales- 
tinians... or whoever from com- 
ing through and crossing the bor- 
der to kill Israeli civilians," he 
said.

Ten years of rule 


Challengers dance to Moi’s tune 


By Jerry Gray 

NAIROBI, Kenya, (AP): Dur- 
ing 1 1 years as Jomo Kenyatta’s 
second in command, Daniel 
Arap Moi said his job was to 
“sing the tune” of Kenya's first 
president. 

Now, all of Moi’s would-be 
challengers dance to his. 

In the decade since his emer- 
gence as president the church- 
going, leetotaling Moi has amas- 
sed power rivaling even that of 
the lionised Kenya tta through 
deft political manoeuvring. 

Kenya under Moi's leadership 
remains a Mecca for tourists. It is 
able to feed itself, a parity in 
Africa, and is one of the few 
countries in the region without 
civil war. 

Kenya's economy is an 
African success story, although it 
has started to stagger under the 
burden of the world’s fastest- 
growing population — nearly 4- 
per cent pace that is expected to 
double the 22 million population 
by 2000. 

Economy 

Moi also has made Kenya the 
West's best friend in Africa, and 
Western governments, in turn, 
hold Kenya up to other African 
nations as an example, citing its 
robust capitalist economy and 
multi-racialness. 

The population includes 

300.000 non-blacks, most of 
them "Asians,” the collective 
name for people from the Indian 
subcontinent. There are about 

60.000 Europeans, the name 
Africans assign to all whites. 

On the eve of Kenya's 
independence from Britain in 
1963, Kenyatta appealed to 
whiles and other non-Africans to 
stay put and to help build black- 
led Kenya. Most did, and niany 
continue to prosper under Moi. 

Kenya is by law a one-party 
sla te. Moi, a member of the min- 
ority KaJengin tribe and a former 
teacher, is boss of the ruling Ken- 
yan government African 
National Union, which he says is 
supreme to the government. 

Parliament is obedient to the 
president's wishes, and recent 
constitutional changes have 
brought the judiciary more 
under the executive's control. 

Kenyatta, too, ran Kenya with 
a tight rein and tolerated no dis- 
sent. So pervasive was his rule

that doomsayers predicted 
Kenya would be tom apart from 
tribal warfare after his death. 

Kenyatta was a member of the 
■ predominate Kikuyu tribe. But 
when the Mzee. or “old man”, 
died on Aug 22, 1978, he was 
peacefully succeeded by Moi, the 
third and longesL-serving of Ken- 
yatta’s vice-presidents. 

Within 90 days, as specified by 
the constitution. Moi called a 
presidential election, won unop- 
posed and was sworn in as Ken- 
ya's second president on Oct 14, 
1978, the date he observes as the 
beginning ofhis presidency. 

During the months that foll- 
owed, details emerged of a plot 
during Kenyatta's waning days 
to kill Moi rather than allow a 
non-Kikuyu to become 
president 

Though there were no arrests, 
officials privately linked the plot 
to unidentified Kenyatta aides 
and relatives, who months before 
had tried unsuccessfully to 
thwart the constitutional trans- 
fer of power to Moi. 

Retained 

Moi retained many of Kenya- 
tta’s political allies in the govern- 
ment, although some were his 
political enemies. It was only last 
month that he removed the ves- 
tiges of Kenyatta's power cliq ue. 

In a week of party elections, 
Moi retained the party 
presidency, Kenya's supreme 
political job, but the eight 
officers under him changed, 
cementing Moi's power base. 
During his first days in office. 


Moi emptied the jails of political 
detainees. But he began his own 
detentions after junior Air Force 
officers tried to overthrow him 
on Aug 1, 1982. 

There are now five people 
detained under a law that allows 
the government to jail people 
indefinitely without trial. About 
100 others, including journalists, 
lawyers, academics and civil 
servants, have been jailed since 
1986 after confessing links with 
groups accused of plotting to 
overthrow Moi. 

The campaign against purpor- 
ted dissidents brought Moi and 
Kenya unaccustomed criticism 
from human rights groups and 
others who charged confessions 
were coerced and that civil liber- 
ties were being trampled. 

“President Moi has presided 
over a steady deterioration of the 
rule of law," Rose Styron. chair- 
woman of Lhe judges' panel ofthe 
Robert F. Kennedy Human 
RJgh ts Award, said in September 
when announcing that Kenyan 
lawyer and former political 
detainee Gibson Kamau Kuria 
was the 1988 winner. 

“Kenya today is a land where 
only the animals are truly free," 
she said. 

Moi is popular with Kenya's 
masses, however, and enjoys the 
reputation of a moderate with 
Western governments. He has 
cordial ties with most of his 
African peers, but is cool to 
military rulers. 

Moi, 64 and divorced, is a ! 
private person. He does not give | 
interviews. Most of his com- ! 
ments are gleaned from frequent 1 
appearances at public rallies 
where he staunchly defends 
kenya and his government. 

Sovereign 

“We are a sovereign state and 
can stand on our feet," he said 
recently in an attack on foreign 
critics. “We are not under 
anyone’s feet." 

there is no government cen- 
sorship and the Kenyan press is 
among the most sophisticated in 
Africa. 

BuL it is assailed by a chorus of 
protests, often led by MoL when 
it publishes stories not to the 
government's liking and a 
church-run magazine.

AMRITSAR. India. (AP): Tens 
of thousands of worshipers once 
bathed and prayed every day at 
the Golden Temple, the holiest 
shrine of the Sikh religion. 

Today, the temple complex is 
quiet and nearly empty. Fear 
keeps the faithful away. 

The unsettling peace inside the 
bullet-scarred, 17th-century 
complex contrasts with the 
violence of Sikh extremists 
across this northern Indian state 
ofPunjab, who pursue a holy war 
for the creation of a nation tailed 
Khalistan, the land of the pure. 

More than 2.000 people have 
been killed by Sikh militants this 
year in a war that poses a serious 
challenge to India's unity. The 
deaths are nearly double last 
year's toll. Most victims have 
been Hindus, but an increasing 
number of moderate Sikhs are 
being killed for refusing to help 
the militants. 

The state has become an 
armed camp of 80,000 police and 
paramilitary forces. 

Frighten 

With no end in sight to the 
violence, Sikhs and Hindus say 
they are frightened of the police, 
helplessagaiosttheterroristsand ' 
frustrated with the government’s 
inability to find a plan that will 
reconcile the Sikhs place in 
Indian society. . *. .* 

“After 5:30pm, wecloseup.go 
home, lock the doors and don’t.., 
go out until morning,” said.Gur- 
charan Singh, a 25-tear-old Sikh 
who operates a repair shop in 
Gholwarh, a village of 900 in the 
farmlands where terrorists hide 
in the wheat fields, rice paddies 
and orchards. 

“We are scared, and we can't 
do anything,” hesaid. “If I speak 
to the terrorists, the police will 
put me in jail. If I help the police, 
the terrorists will kill me. I’m not 
helping anybody." 

Sikhs and Hindus lived in har- 
mony for centuries in Punjab, a 
prosperous farming state about 
the size of Ireland. 

They frequently inter-married

and visited each other's shrines. 

It became a tradition Tor one son 
in a Hindu family to be reared a 
Sikh, to act as a defender of both 
religions. 

But the 7-year-old separatist 
campaign has strained that 
ancient bond. 

“This situation has been 
created by anti-social elements 
who are actually against the tea- 
chings ofthe gurus. A Sikh would 
not do this." said professor Dar- 
shan Singh Ragi, the head priest 
of the Golden Temple, a power- 
ful post in a community where 
religion, politics and social con- 
duct are inseparably in terlw-i ned . 

Darshan Singh opposes police 
in the temple as well as militants. 
He resigned from the post of 
chief priest last year when 
militancy at the temple was at a 
high point, and was reappointed 
afterward. 

Sikhism was founded in 15th 
century India in reaction to the 
bloody rivalries of Hindus and 
Muslims. It rejects Hinduism's 
caste system but keeps many of 
its rituals, combining them with 
Islam’s belief in a single deity. 

After the Moguls beheaded 
the ninth Sikh prophet in 1699. . 
Lis" son turifetr the ‘StKfis Vrf*a v 
warrior path, commanding that 
all Sikh men be -soldiers or the — 
faith aAd- take? the name Singh, 
which means lion. 

Betray 

In 1981. Sikh radicals feared 
their religion was in danger of 
losing its identity because many 
Sikhs were betraying their faith, 
cutting their hair and shaving off 
beards. 

The religion could only 
survive, they said, in a separate 
state established for Sikhs, who 
compromise only 2 per cent of 
India's 880 million people but are 
the majority in Punjab. 

As attacks against Hindus 
grew, the most militant leaders 


found sanctuary in the Golden 
Temple, taking advantage of the 
government's reluctance lo send 
armed forces into the sacred 
shrine and storing a huge arsenal £ 
of weapons. 

On June 3. 1984. Prime Mini- 
ster Indira Gandhi ordered the 
Army into the complex to route 
armed extremists. About 1.200 
people died in the four-day 
assault known us “Operation 
Blucstar." 

The government proclaimed 
the raid had broken the back of 
Sikh terrorism. But aiicnation 
among the 15 million Sikhs trig- 
gered a more sophisticated cam- 
paign of terror. 

On Oct 31. 1984. Indira Gan- 
dhi was assassinated by two of 
her Sikh bodyguards. Mobs of 
Hindus retaliated by killing more 
than 3.000 Sikhs. 

Killings 

Sporadic killings blamed oiw 
Sikh militants escalated inur 
attacks on crowded buses and 
passenger trains, sleeping 
villagers and congested markets. 
And the militants again turned 
the Golden Temple into a for- 
tress. 

v The .government *sent*troops 
again on May 9 to flush the 
militants from the 10-square 
■block comnkdL Forty^six, people 
died in the ItRdav siege. ; 

“Operation Black Thunder 
broke the terrorists' invincible 
cover." said Suresh Arora. senior 
superintendent of police in 
Amritsar district. "That doesn't 
mean they're defeated. They're 
out there somewhere, probably 
regrouping. But they won’t ever 
be able to use the temple as their 
command post." 

Inside the Golden Temple, 
there are no militants waving^ 
rifles and machine guns. The 
sandbagged bunkers arc gone, 
and the enclaves where 
extremists hid are empty. 


Aquino cracks whip 
on corruption

MANILA, (Reuter): Philippine 
President Corazon Aquino, res- 
ponding to charges that graft is 
the achi lies’ heel of her govern- 
ment, is cracking the whip on 
corruption. 

The 55-year-old president who 
was swept to office through a 
“people’s power" revolt in early 
1986, is stepping up the drive to 
bring associates of ousted leader 
Ferdinand Marcos to court and 
has warned her own relatives 
they can expect no favours. 

In an order issued on Friday, 
she instructed all national and 
local-level officials not to grant 
requests for concessions or 
privileges from any of her 
relatives, whether “real, preten- 
ded or imaginary." Charges 
should be filed immediately 
against anyone making such a 
request, she said. 

Allegation 

It was her strongest response 
so far to repeated allegations that 
relatives are using her name to 
make money, claims which 
political analsyts see as under- 
mining the moral advantage she 
had in the battle against Marcos. 

Aquino warned at the funeral 
last week of a Philippine news- 
paper publisher, who helped put 
her in power but later criticised 
her for tolerating a “government 
of thieves," that corrupt officials 
would face public scorn and 
retribution. 

While Aquino has maintained 
her clean image, ■ opposition : 
groups haveaccusedherrelatives j 
oftrying to lake over the assets 'of > 
former Marcos supporters and 
using their relationship with the 
president to win business conces- 
sions. 

Aquino, who has one son and 
four daughters, was swept to 
power by a wave of popular dis- 
content over the abuses and 
corruption under Marcos, who - 
now lives in exile in Hawaii. 

Newspapers on Sunday wel- 
comed Aquino's action 10 curb 
favour-seeking relatives. The 
right-of-centre Philippine daily 


Inquirer described it as a "strong 
and unequivocal signal” but said 
it would require extraordinary 
strength of character to curb 
patronage and family politics in 
the Philippines. 

Aquino has said her govern- 
ment is also trying Lo speed up 
prosecution of former Marcos 
associates. Solicitor-General 
Frank Chavez said on Friday at 
least 40 "cronies" of the former 
president would be formally 
charged bytheendoftheyearina 
bid to recover wealth alleged to 
have been stolen during Mar- 
cos's 20-year-ruJe. 

An anti-graft court on Wed- 
nesday served its first criminal 
indictment against one of Mar- 
cos’s former ministers, accusing 
one-time Energy Minister 
•Geronimo Velasco of squander- 


ing public funds to build a private 
beach resort, a charge he 
immediately denied. 

"We already stalled with Ron- 
nie Velasco and ... are really try- 
ing to speed up the filing of char- 
ges ag a i nst all erring officials and 
other people connected with the 
government before and even 
with the government now." 
Aquino told reprotere. 

The government is separately 
seeking about 5100 billion in 
damages from 39 civil cases filed. * 
lust year against. Marcos, his for# 
mer ministers and about 300 
business associates. 

Chavez warned that the legal 
process would take time. 

“We observe due process and 
due process takes lime," he told v 
reporters. “We are not a police 
state where we just line up people 
and shoot them.

game as a passed hand. South 
checked for aces before committing 
the hand to slam. A big gain was 
there for the taking, but South fum- 
bled the play. 

West led the jack of diamonds, 
and declarer saw at once that he 
could not draw trumps immediate- 
ly. If he tried, one of the defenders 
would win the ace and cash a dia- 
mond for down one. So South post- 
poned pulling crumps until he had 
played three rounds of dubs, dis- 
carding a diamond from dummy on 
the third. He then led the king of 
trumps. 

Almost good enough. West took 
his ace perforce and returned bis 
remaining club, and East was able 
to overruff the table for down one. 

Had declarer looked into the po- 
sition a tittle deeper, he would have 
realized the danger of an opposing 
club overruff. There was a simple 
way to avert that fate. After three 
rounds of clubs and before touching 
trumps, declarer should play off the 
board’s ace-king of spades, si tiffing 
his last club. Now he leads a trump 
from dummy, and the contract can- 
not be defeated. If East wins the ace 
of trumps and leads the fourth dub, 
declarer can afford to ruff high; and 
if West wins the ace of trumps, de- 
clarer can ruff the fourth club in 
hand and draw the last trump to 
bring home his slam. j

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‘cry out’ 
for water

WASHINGTON, (AP): Plants 

withering from drought can 
literally “cry out” for water, 
according to plant scientists. 
And the cries for help may be 
attracting destructive insects to 
the already suffering plants. 

US Department of Agricul- 
ture researchers have been 
using electronic equipment for 
more than four years to hear j 
corn and other drought-stres- 
sed plants make noises far 
above the frequency range nor- 
mally audible to human ears. 

When there is adequate 
water in the soil, water and 
nutrients flow upward to the 
plants' leaves through tiny 
water tubes. If the soil lacks 
enough water, the tension 
becomes loo great and the 
lubes fracture, producing the 
“distress" sound. 

One potential benefit from 
this kina of research would be 
new ways of letting irrigation 
farmers know precisely when to 
water their fields. Also, it could 
aid in developing new plant 
varieties that would be better 
equipped to move water and 
nutrients from roots to leaves. 

Roben Haack, an ento- 
mologist at the department's 
north central forest experiment 
station in east Lansing, 
Michigan, and a colleague. Bill 
Mattson, also think there 
might be a connection between 
the noises and flocking of some 
insects, such as bark beetles, to 
drougbt-damaged trees. 

Trees with drought damage 
may be more attractive places 
for the insects to reproduce. 

But while the ultrasonic 
emissions have been documen- 
ted. their role in attracting 
insects remains only an 
educated guess. 

Haack, the research leader, 
said in an interview that he 
thought it was a “a neat idea" 
that the noises of stricken trees 
might attract insects. 

“We’re just starting up” on 
studying the sound Link bet- 
ween trees and insects, he said. 
“We don’t have enough to 
make any speculation on what 
we might find.” 

Haack said insects have been 
known for a long time to be: 
attracted by certain influences 
such as colour and scent. But 
Haack said that to the best of 
his knowledge there has not 
been conclusive work linking 
the ultrasound of trees to insect 
behaviour. 

The noises produced by 
drought-ravaged plants are in 
the 1 00- kilohertz range, while 
sound heard by humans is no 
more than about 20 kilohertz. 

The tree project only got 
under way three weeks ago, he 
said. A lot of time has been 
spent rounding up necessary 
equipment, part of it borrowed 
from other laboratories near 
Michigan State University, 
where the forest service opera- 
tion is located. 

“It could turn out that these 
sounds do attract insects,” 
Haack said. “Or it might not ... 
or it might be a combination of 
things." 

1 n any case. Haack is starting 
by depriving potted white pine 
seedlings of water and record- 
ing their ultrasounds. The next 
step will be to see if the recorded 
sounds attract beetles. 

Eventually, Haack hopes to 
see what role the tree sounds 
play in the choice of sites for 
beetles to mate and lay eggs.

Next consumer gold-mine: dial-up electronics

TOKYO, (Reuter): Telephone 
home if you want a bath drawn 
or dinner ready when you gel 
back from work. Call to check 
if you've locked the door and 
lumed ofT all the lights. 

No matter that nobody is 
there. 

Japan’s electronic firms 
believe they have uncovered the 
next consumer gold .mine — 
dial-up electronics. The market 
is young but growing. 

“You dial home, code in the 
equipment and the electric 
machines will do most of the 
work you want,'" said Tak- 
emaro Suzuki, general man- 
ager of home automation sys- 
tems at Toshiba Corporation. 


“Dial home if you want to 
switch on theairconditioner or 
prepare a bath by the time you 
come home. You can check if 
you locked the door or if you 
turned the lights off.” said 
Masahito Tentka of Matsu- 
shita Electric Industrial Co. 
Ltd. 

Matsushita, a market leader 
in dial-up technology, said its 
home automation system sales 
hit 20 billion yen (150 million 
dollars) last year. They expect 
double that figure for this year. 

The concept of telephone- 
directed electric machinery is 
not new, but industry analysis 
say Japanese firms are the first 
to commercialise the idea on a 
large scale. 

Besides controlling most 


household machinery, the sys- 
tems can also be used in conjun- 
ction with fire and crime 
prevention equipment. 

If a thief breaks into your 
home, your security alarm gets 
in touch withtyour telephone, 
which then pages you to warn 
of the intruder. 

Matsushita's Tezuka said 
the systems could also have 
applications for the elderly or 
bed-ridden. 

Spokesmen for major elec- 
trical manufacturers Mitsubi- 
shi Electric, Sanyo Electric, and 
NEC said they are also 
developing dial-up home elec- 
tronics divisions. 

“I expect almost all new buil- 
dings and condominiums will 
be equipped with such systems 


in the future," said a Toshiba 
spokesman. 

The system is relatively inex- 
pensive. 

A system to control the air 
conditioning, lights and a rice 
cooker wUl cost about 130,000 
yen (1,000 dollars), which is 
about the same price as a good 
television set in Japan. 

It can be costly, however, to 
set up the system in older homes 
since a new wiring system must 
be installed. 

The system is composed of a 
main controller plus electronic 
equipment and cables to con- 
nect the controller and the 
machinery a customer wishes 
to dial-up. 

The main controller looks 
like a push-button telephone. 


To turn the air conditioner 
on by telephone, for example, 
you just push two digits. The 
piain controller then answers, 
indicating the air conditioner is 
on. You push anotherbuttonto 
switch it ofT. 

“Almost all newly sold air 
conditioners in Japan now have 
adaptors on their backs so that 
you can code them to a main 
controller,” Tezuka said. 

Matsushita has no 
immediate plans to export the 
equipment. “But we will 
introduce them in industry 
shows for the time when we anil 
export them,” a Matsushita 
spokesman said. 

Nol all potential customers 
are excited by the prospect of 
dialing up their rice cooker.

SOLAR energy can be used in 
other ways than simply being 
turned into electricity by the 
photovoltaic effect, as is the 
most common case today. Two 
recent inventions are here to 
prove it. ''Gaspard” and “Bar- 
bekiou” were invented almost 
simultaneously, but there is no 
link between them. One of them 
blows out cold air, even in the 
middle of a desert. The other 
blows hot air, even if the sun is 
slightly veiled. 

Man makes increasing use of 
the cold for his health, his food 
and his living conditions. In 
tropical countries, the need for 
refrigeration, a consequence of 
the vast amount of sunshine, 
comes in second place of 
importance, immediately after 
the need of water. But most of 
these regions have no form of 
energy other than sunshine. 
Until now, the only means of 
producing solar cold were 
photovoltaic systems and 
absorption systems, which are 
unfortunately costly and fairly 
fragile. The new way opened by 
B.L.M. is thus of great interest. 
For the first time in the world, 
anlndusirial firm is marketing 
simple, autonomous and relia- 
ble equipment (refrigerators, 
ice-machines, refrigerated 
warehouses) which directly

convert solar heat into cold, 
following the principle of 
adsorption. 

The evaporation of a liquid 
(methanol) produces the cold. 
During the night, an absorbent 
material (active charcoal) 


absorbs it. The following day, 
the solar energy captured heats 
the absorbeni substance which 
expells the methanol in. the 
form of vapour, which, as it 
condenses collects in a tank. 

At the end of the day, the 
condensed contents of the tank 


return to the evaporator for 
another phase of night-time 
evaporation. Thanks to storage 
in the form of ice, the use of the 
cold is continuous. The total 
absence of moving parts, of 
adjustments, of wear and of 
corrosion should be noted. 


This results in the great 
reliability of the system. The 
only maintenance required is to 
keep the solar collectors clean. 
There is no pollution and no 
noise. “Gaspard” can thus be 
of infinite use, particularly in 
tropical countries. The “Solar 
Adsorption Generator for the 
Autonomous Production of 
Gentle Refrigeration” reduces 
losses in agricultural produce, 
offers temporary storage for 
export produce, allows vac- 
cines to be preserved, etc. 

The other invention comes 
from J.C. Kiffer, a mechanics 
teacher in Pont-a-Mousson, 
who has just created a solar 
barbecue. A dish, 40 to 120 cen- 
timetres across, depending on 
the model, captures the sun's i 
rays and directs them onto a 
hotplate made of sheet iron or 
cast iron which they heat up to 
around 750°C. The difficulty 
which the inventor managed to 
solve by carefully calculating 
his reflector, was to spread out 
the impact of the sun’s rays all 
over the hotplate and not have 
it concentrated in a single spot. 
This piece of equipment is made 
of light composite materials 
with a high resistance. As it 
produces neither flames nor 
embers, there is no risk of fire 
and it stops working when it is 
turned over, as the dish then no 
longer captures the sun’s rays.

ERLANGEN. (INP): In the

In the house itself, 
the system is attached to the 
telephone network and the 
electric equipment which has to 
be operated. 

The control commands are 
passed on in the form of coded 
sound impulses — by pressing a 
button on a handy battery- 
operated transmitter, held up 
against the telephone. No one 
can interfere with the system. 
The unit only reacts to a special 
— persona] - identification 
code — which it has been 
provided with. The system has 
been approved by the German 
Post Office in the Federal 
Republic of Germany; in other 
countries, corresponding 
preparations have still to be 
carried out.

ASPIRIN EFFECTIVE IN 
PREVENTING BLOOD CLOTS 


QUESTION: Is all this aspirin advertising 
true about heart attacks and stroke? 

ANSWER: The benefits of aspirin in 
preventing heart attacks and stroke have 
been the subject of much debate in recent 
years. If the aspirin is taken in proper doses, 
with appropriate precautions, most 
physicians agree that it is one of the most 
effective drugs in preventing blood clots, 
which play a large role in both heart attacks 
and stroke. 

Don’t take aspirin without consulting 
with your physician. It has side effects that 
can be harmful, and if you're taking other 
“blood-thinning" medications, aspirin 
should be taken with care, if at all. Also, 
because aspirin inhibits blood clotting 
(that’s one reason it is effective in reducing 
heart attacks and strokes, remember.) you 
may bleed more than normal if you are 


to tne stomach, so side enects range tram 
discomforts to creation of an ulcer and 
bleeding. If you're taking aspirin regularly, 
you probably will find that the buffered and 
coated kind is easiest on your stomach. 
Also, be sure to take aspirin with food and 
fluid, so that its actions on the stomach wail 


, can be reduced. 

QUESTION: Aside from the drug AZT. 
and lots of talk on TV and in the papers 
about “new developments," there doesn't 
seem to be any progress in developing 
medications for AIDS victims. What is 
going on that may provide some hope for the 
future? 

ANSWER: Actually a great deal. You’re 
right about AZT (its chemical name is 
“zidovudine" and is marketed under the 
name of Retrovir) being the first approved 
drug. It was approved in record time, only 
four months alter the submission of the 
application to the FDA. At present there are 
no new drug applications pending before the 
agency although the FDA has fpven all 
potential AIDS drugs top-priority clas- 
sification for review. Actually more than 
100 ongoing human studies have been 
approved, and present studies involve 
nearly 40 different antiviral or immune sys- 
tem-changing drugs. Although FDA 
employees are prohibited from discussing 
the status of drugs under review, tinder the 
Freedom of Information Act many of the 
sponsors of experimental therapies sanc- 
tioned the release of some information 
about their research and were listed by the 


FDA in its Drug Bulletin, Volume 1 7, No. 2, 
which may be available at your library. 

QUESTION: What is cat-scratch dis- 
ease? 

ANSWER: Cat-scratch disease is a com- 
mon zoonose, a disease that can be passed 
from animals to humans. It's not a serious 
disease and is usually self-limited. 

About 80 percent to 90 per cent of cases of 
cat-scratch disease happen in people youn- 
ger than 21 . In most cases, a person who has 
been in contact with a cat has a small cut or 
scratch that either blisters or crusts over. 
Within a week, the person has swollen 
lymph nodes, and the patient may feel tired, 
listless and lack appetite. The patient may or 
may not run a mild fever. All symptoms 
usually are gone in two weeks. On occasion, 
there are more severe complications, includ- 
ing conjunctivitis and more rarely ence- 
p ha litis. The disease is almost never fatal. 

A cat that carries cat-scratch disease is not 
ill because the disease organism is normal to 
cats. Because the disease is not serious and 
does not occur to everyone who owns a cat, 
there is no reason to get rid of a pet nor 
should the animal be quarantined.

“The historical practice of 
producers in flooding the market 
with oil will be repeated, barring 
a radical change in the methods 
of their handling of oil and oil 
revenues,” Al Saadoun said. 
“The scramble of producers to 
obtain higher revenues in a short 
time will apparently not come to 
an end.”

Forbes magazine says its 
annual survey found the 400 
wealthiest Americans had a total 
worth of about -S220 billion at 
mid-year, enough to wipe out the 
US government budget deficit, 
or nearly enough to cover the 
cost of the entire US military 
budget, which amounted to $287 
billion in 1987. 

Last year's Oct 19 financial 
market debacle reduced the for- 
tunes of many of the ultra- 
affluenl40Q.

The number of US billionaires 
nearly doubled in 1987, but For- 
bes' current list has only two 
additional billionaire spots, brin- 
ging the total to 5 1 .

Next in line are H. Ross Perot, 
the founder of Electronic Data 
Systems who wants to overhaul 
the United States' postal system, 
with $3 billion; publishers 
Samuel I. Jr. and Donald 
Newhouse, 2.6 billion each; and 
Pittsburgh industrialist Henry 
Lea Hillman, 2.5 billion. 

Underscoring the adage that 
the more you have, the more you 
can lose, billionaires were among 


those hit hard by the crash . 

Among the big losers were 
David Packard, founder of 
Hewlett-Packard, media mag- 
nate Keith Rupert Murdoch and 
retailer Leslie Wexncr, each of 
whom suffered losses of up to 50 
per cent of their fortunes. Mur- 
doch was on a record, money- 
making pace in 1 987, trebling his 
net worth to $2.1 billion before 
the crash. But his fortune dwin- 
dled to 1.2 billion following 
Black Monday, relegating him to 
35th place on the Fortes list, 
from 8tb. 

Fox Broadcasting, which 
Murdoch is trying to build into a 
fourth national broadcasting 
network, is expected to lose $80 
milli on this year. 

Seven new names joined the 
elite Billionaire Club. Entering 
the fold was flamboyant New 
York real estate developer Don- 
ald Trump, who claims a net 
worth of 3.47 billion, although 
Forbes' estimate is in the $1 
billion range. 

Joining trump are: 

— Sumner Murray Redstone, 
who boosted his balance sheet 
with the takeover of Viacom, 1.4 
billion. 

— Press-Shy Charles Feeney, 
who runs duty-fire shoppers at 
airports, 1.3 billion.

Slipped 

Four businessmen slipped to 
the “lowly” ranks of multi- 
millionaire when their fortunes 
sank below $1 billion: Laurence 
and Robert Tisch of Loews 
Corp., each estimated at 850 
million; Milton Petrie, the 
philanthropist and head of Petrie 
Stores. 750 million; and Carl Lin- 
dner II, 950 million. 

William Henry Gates III, who 
dropped out of Harvard and 
founded the Microsoft Software 
Company, remained the youn- 
gest self-made billionaire at age 
32. His net worth is estimated at 

1.1 billion. 

Losses 

The oldest person new to the 
list is Mansfield Freeman, who 
holds a stake in American Inter- 
national Group. With a fortune 
of 240 million, he made the list, 
for the first time, at age 93. 

Among the 52 who disap- 
peared from the list, 22 vanished 
because of Black Monday- 


associated losses, 26 were surpas- 
sed by greater fortunes and four 
died. Among those who were sur- 
passed were real estate and retail 
barons Herbert and Robert Haft 
of Washington. The plunge in 
their Dari group holdings 
pushed their net worth below the 
cutoff point. 

Another dropout was Steven 
Spielberg, with an estimated 
$225 million fortune in 1987. 

The list of the richest, as usual, 
included Forbes publisher Mal- 
colm Forbes. While not officially

East bloc firms thumbing nose at Western computer ban 


VIENNA. Oct 1 1 , (Reuter): At a 
recent computer trade fair in 
Warsaw, Western firms showing 
technology they were not all- 
owed to sell looked on helplessly 
as Polish stands offered sophis- 
ticated machines to customers. 

In Hungary, foreign com- 
puters, many subject to export 
restrictions, are flooding into the 
country as effiency -conscious 
firms hand their high-tech shop- 
ping lists to Hungarian tourists 
visiting the West. 

In Czechoslovakia, some, 
organisations desperate fore*

Efficiency 

Throughout the East bloc, 
computer-hungry companies 
striving for more efficiency 
under the policy of perestroika

around Western exports restric- 
tions and their lack of hard 
currency. 

They are being backed by their 
governments, most of which 
waive customs duty on foreign- 


made computers as an 
inducement to their people to go 
out and get them. 

According to diplomats in the 
region, many of the models are 
Western or Japanese makes ban- 
ned from export to the East. 

They are on a restricted list 
drawn up by the Paris-based Co- 
ordinating Committee for Mul- 
tilateral Export Controls 
(COCOM), which aims to Stop 
high-technology Western goods 
with potential military uses from 
falling in to commuqist bands. ■ 
A Belgian dealer-operating iq 
rcbmplaittedr "Our 


problem is. that we need 
authorisation to export every 
piece of equipment, down to the 
smallest part. 

“Meanwhile the stuff is com- 
ing in from Taiwan, and from 
West Berlin, where Poles can go 
shopping any time,” he added. 

A recent West Berlin television 
programme about the East bloc 
computer trade quoted the direc- 
tor of a Polish computer com- 
pany, FeHks Sujkowski, as say- 
ing: 

Because of the difficulties 
with the COCOM list — no-one 


really knows exactly what is all- 
owed and what isn't — we have 
stopped buying in the WesL The 
same models including software 
can be got from Taiwan or Hon- 
gkong. 

“Western firms that abide by 
COCOM are suffering big los- 
ses,” he added. 

One Polish dealer was quoted 
in the programme, Konstraste, 
as advertising openly that he 
could deliver any piece of com- 
puter equipment available in the 
<Westwkhin 14 days.

(Operating, citizens can bring 
them in without paying duty. 

Currency 

A Western airline represen- 
tative based in Warsaw said 
Poles went abroad to earn 
foreign currency, and many 
come back with computers or 
parts for assembly. One customs 
official at Warsaw airport was 
quoted in the Kontraste 
programme as saying 1,200 com- 
puters a month on average were 
coining in by plane. 

These can be resold at a large 
profit to other private citizens or 


firms and institutions. A private 
weekend market in a Warsaw 
primary school specialises in 
computer hardware and soft- 
ware, much of the latter pirated 
copies. 

In West Berlin, situated less 
than 80 km (SO miles) from the 
Polish border, a number of 
dealers with Polish-speaking 
staff have been set up to cope 
with the traffic from Poland, 
whose travel policies are among 
the most liberal in the East bloc. 

According to Kontraste, word 
had got round in Poland that 
West Berlin customs controls 
were not particularly strict, and 
not every customs officer could 
tell between a highly sophis- 
ticated computer and a basic one 
for playing games. 

West Berlin is also the source 
for some computers needed for 
official East German use, experts 
in East Berlin said. If one is 
needed, someone is sent through 
the wall to buy it off the shelf, 
with no customs problems on the 
way back. 

For private citizens, com- 
puters can be bought in hard- 
currency stores by those with 


West German relatives, or 
second hand at staggeringly 
inflated prices. 

In Hungary, a thriving domes- 
tic computer industry is unable 
to cope with demand from firms 
eager to modernise. 

Since most firms lack the hard 
currency required to buy abroad, 
they turn to private tourists who 
have it, either from working 
abroad or changing it on the 
blade market. 

Armed with shopping lists 
from firms back home Hun- 
garian tourists, who since Jan- 
uary 1 do not need visas to visit 
Austria, have been coming to 
Vienna, where a number of firms 
now specialise in the Hungarian 
trade. 

On their return they resell to 
the firms at a profit in local 
currency. 

In Czechoslovakia, where 
according to one estimate there 
are 400,000 computers, ot one to 
every 35 head of population, a 
temporary customs regulation 
came into force in February all- 
owing the duty-free importation 
of computers up to a certain 
specification. 


Eight West European countries 
have higher labour costs 


WASHINGTON. Oct 1 1, (AP): 
Factory owners in eight West 
European countries had to pay 
higher labour costs (m dollars) 
than did US manufacturers last 
year, according to the US Bureau 
of Labour Statistics. 

In 1987, the average hourly 
cost for labour in the United 
States was $13.44, the bureau 
said. It gave the following costs 
for other countries; Norway 
17.39, Switzerland 17.14, West 
Germany 16.87. the Netherlands 
15.46. Sweden 15.12. Belgium 
15.02, Denmark 14.56, and Fin- 
land 13.52. 

In contrast, in 1986, only three 
West European countries — 
Switzerland. Norway and West 
Germany — had higher average 
hourly labour costs than did the 
United States. 

Labour costs include taxes 
that employers pay on labour, 
such as social security payments, 
as well as spending on private 


benefit plans and the actual 
money that employees find m 
their pay envelopes. 

Labour costs often determine 
whether a manufacturer will 
locate facilities in a certain coun- 
try and what price will be char- 
ged. 

The bureau report, dated . 
August 1988, was released recen- 
tly. 

The average labour cost for all 
the countries in the bureau’s 
study was 76 per cent of the US 
rate, a new high- The 1987 figure 
was 10 percentage points above 
the level of 1986. The previous 
high, set in 1980, was 70 per cent 
oftheUSrate. 

In general, lower labour costs 
in the United States would help 
make US goods cheaper and 
more attractive on world mark- 
ets. The lower cost of US labour 
was due in large part to the drop 
in the value of the dollar com- 
pared to most other currencies. 


Japan accounted for a good 
deal of the overall rise in the 
average! 'for 1 987. In 1975, 
Japan's labour cost was 3.05 per 
hour, less than half the US rate. 
In 1986itwas9.47.In I987,itwas 
1 1.14. or 83 per cent of the US 
labour cost. Japan's 1987 labour 
costs were well above Britain's 
8.96, and close to Canada's 
11.97. 

Japan has been losing some 
ground to some of its Asian 
neighbours, the four so-called 
“little dragons” — the rapidly 
industrial ising South Korea, 
Hong Kong, Taiwan and Sin- 
gapore. 

in these four countries, labour 
cdsts are still low, although they 
have been rising even faster than 
those for Japan. South Korean 
factories spent only $1.79 per 
hour last year for labour, but that 
was a big jump from South 
Korea’s average labour cost in 
1975, 35 cents per hour.

Business executives looking 
for economic slowdown 


HOT SPRINGS, VIRGINIA, 
Oct 1 1, (AP): One year after the 
stock market crash, America’s 
business leaders are looking back 
on a year of surprisingly strong 
growth and ahead to what in 
some ways would be a welcome 
slowdown. 

Economists widely expected 
the economy to topple into a 
recession this year or at best into 
a period of sluggishness. Instead, 
business has-been good and 
many of the executives gathered 
last weekend for the semi-annual 
meeting of the Business Council 
sounded tike Roger B. Smith, 
chairman of General Motors 
Corp. 

Growth 

“The US auto industry is just 
finishing their 1988 model year, 
which needless to say was a very, 
very good year for us," said 
Smith, who in 1989 and 1 990 will 
serve as chairman of the council, 
composed of 62 chief executives 
from the country 's biggest cor- 
porations. 

A panel of about 20 econ- 
omists from member companies 
is predicting growth this year, as 
measured by the gross national 


product, of 4 per cent. If realised, 
that would be the best since 1984. 

However, economic growth 
will slow to 2.5 per cent next year 
and to below 2 per cent in 1990, 
the panel predicted. They've 
been making a similar prediction 
for two years now. 

Citicorp chairman John S. 
Reed, who delivers the council’s 
economic report, said that once 
again the group's consultants 
“suggest that next year things 
will begin to slow down a little 
bit.” 

Rates 

Even another year of unexpec- 
ted growth would only “put off 
for another year the expected, 
slowdown,” he said. 

But if the economists under- 
shoot again, the implications 
could be grim. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
has been pushing up interest 
rates in an attempt to fight infla- 
tion by curbing growth. 

If the Fed doesn’t see the “soft 
landing” it desires, it may force 
rates still higher, precipitating an 
actual contraction of the econ- 
omy, a recession, instead of just 
sluggishness. 


Shultz hits trade barriers 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct 11, 
(Reuter): Secretary of State 
George Shultz said on Monday 
that the United States, if it is to 
remain prosperous, needs to. 
repel protectionism and remain 
fully engaged in the world’s econ- 
omy. 

Speaking to a meeting ofcor- 
rate financial . executives, 

ultz said a textile trade bill 

vetoed by President Reagan two 
weeks ago was an “abominable” 
piece of legislation. 

“The people who would give 
us a bill like that would lead us 
down the road to disaster,” 
Shultz said in reply to questions 
at a meeting of the Financial 
Executives Institute. 

The Financial Executives Ins- 
titute is an organisation of more 
than 13.000 senior financial 


officers from some 7,000 com- 
panies in the United States. Can- 
ada and Puerto Rico. 

In his veto message, Reagan 
said the bill, intended to restrict 
textile imports, would have 
threatened jobs in American 
export industries and under- 
mined efforts to obtain a more 
open trading system. The House 
last week failed to override the 
veto. 

Advocating full US participa- 
tion in the world economic sys- 
tem. Shultz said: “Almost every- 
where in the world there are 
movements toward openness, 
decentralisation, deregulation 
and privatisation.

Energy Minister 
Peter Morrison said in a statement be had approved proposals for 
the British Petroleum Co PLC £1.16 billion (SI .98 billion) tract. 
The Miller field, lying about 1 40 miles < 220 km ) off Cniden Bay in 
northeastern Scotland, was discovered in late 1982. It is 
estimated to contain recoverable reserves of about 300 million 
barrels of oil and 173-7 billion cubic metres of gas. Production Is 
targetted to start in December. 1991, with a peak of 113,000 
bands of oil per day within three months. El is the first major field 
approved since die Piper Alpha platform exploded in July, killing 
167 men. Morrison said the deal showed there was still much 
interest in tbe North Sea. “Developing Miller is a very significant 
sign of the confidence which operators continue to have in tbe 
North Sea,'* he said. “It represents a tremendous opportunity for 
the offshore fabrication industry to win extremely valuable 
orders.” Miller is the 17th. and largest, offshore project approved 
this year and is one of the biggost new developments since 
Britain's giant matnre North Sea fields such as Brent and Ninian 
peaked several years ago. Britain, v.hich is seeing some of its most 
active offshore drilling since a bonanza in the early 1970s, has 
recently approved mainly small tracts. The industry has been 
awaiting approval of the Miller project . Morrison said it followed 
a gas sales agreement which BP and its partners entered with tbe 
North of Scotland Hydro-electricity Board, it is die first time full 
gas output from an offshore field will be delivered to a customer 
other British Gas PLC. Morrison said that with Miller, BP 
would take into account lessons learned from the Piper Alpha 
accident and preliminary safety suggestions by a government 
technical inquiry Into it.

Biffen, a Conservative Member of tbe 
Parliament and a former Minister at the Treasury (finance 
ministry), said the Conservatives, who open their animal party 
conference in Brighton this morning* should be alarmed by the 
present level of inflation. “Third-term conservatism will sorely 
fafl if it believes its policies are beyond question,” Biffen warned 
in an article entitled “Why Lawson must recant.” On Monday 
night Biffen, Speaking on British television, called on Lawson to 
resign ami nrged the government to art immediately to halt and 
reverse the rise in inflation “before electors! considerations dose 
in.” His plea came after former Treasury Minister Leon Brittan 
warned Lawson must be ready to take direct action to curb 
consnmercredit if inflation had not been brought under control by 
next spring. Inflation was running at an annual 5.7 per cent in 
August — the highest rate in the Group of Seven major Western 
industrialised countries — and some economists have forecast a 
rise to seven per cent soon. 

Biffen, sacked by Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher after the 
last general elections in June 1987, criticised Lawson for having 
made tax cots in his budget in March, which he said pushed up 
inflation. “If tbe Conservative government is to repossess its 
initiative in economic policy, it must get back to the situation 
where infla tion is falling, and falling well, well below 5.7 per 
cent,” he said on Monday night He added: “The chancellor has 
served with great distinction.

North Yemen policy switch 
to attract more investment 


KUWAIT, Oct 11. (KUNA): 
The President of the Yemen 
Arab Republic, Ali Abdalla 
Saleh, has said that his country’s 
investments law is being amen- 
ded and made more flexible to 
attract more foreign invest- 
ment . 

The North Yemeni leader was 
responding to a query by a 
Kuwait daily conducted in Sanaa 
during celebrations of the Sept 26 
Revolution. 

Saleh said relations between 
North Yemen and Kuwait are 
progressing satisfactorily 
especially in the educational and 
investment fields which play a 
leading role in the country’s 
economic plans. 

•‘We hope investments (of 
Kuwait) will expand especially 
since the Yemeni investment law 
has given special privileges to 
Arab investments,” he said. The 
law is being made more flexible 
to cater to increased foreign 
investments, he said. 

S pea Icing about the unity bet- 
ween the two sectors of Yemen, 
Saleh said a draft constitution for 
a untied Yemen will be brought 
before the consultative and Peo- 
ple’s Councils in the two sectors 
of Yemen before a referendum is 
called on it. 

“Already, citizens move bet- 
ween the two sectors with their 
identity cards only, and 


agreement has been reached on a 
joint investment for oil explora- 
tion,” he underlined. 

The popular uprising in 
occupied Palestine has won sym- 
pathy and understanding 
throughout the world. Saleh 
said. The establishment of the 
Palestinian state "is the concern 
of the Palestinians alone, whose 
decision we respect and sup- 
port,” he said. 

The North Yemeni leader 
reaffirmed his deep conviction 
that the Arab nation is capable of 
confronting any Zionist threat to 
■any one of the Arab states. He 
also welcomed the convening of 
an Arab summit “as a healthy 
sign to consult and co-ordinate 
different stances, especially since 
the Arab nation is surrounded by 
many risks engineered by the 
common enemy .” 

“We in the Yemen Arab 
Republic support all steps 
guaranteeing security, stability 
and peace in the Gulf region so 
that the people can attend to 
development and more welfare 
and prosperity,” the Yemeni 
leader told the newspaper. 

The North Yemeni leader was 
highly critical of the United 
States for waging an unjust cam- 
paign against Iraq for its alleged 
use of chemical weapons against 
the Kurds in the north after the 
ceasefire with Iran.

KUWAIT. Out II. t Reuter): 
Kuwaiti dinar deposit rales slip- 
ped for the fifth consecutive trad- 
ing day today us the dollar plun- 
ged more than one fil against the 
dinar, prompting banks to sell 
large amounts of the US 
currency. 

As dinar liquidity rose, one- 
month rates fell to their lowest 
level in three w ecks. 

The Central Bank dinar 
exchange rate firmed to 0.28700. 
10 to the dollar from Monday's 
0.28802.12. while commercial 
banks quoted spot rales of 
around 0.2S705. 1 2. 

The dinar’s strength since last 
Thursday has reversed a two- 
week decline that had pushed up 
dinar deposit rates. 

Overnight traded at 1 2 per 
cent and tomorrow-next al 2-1/2 
and two per cent, unchanged 
from Monday. Spot-next traded 
at four. 4-3 4 and six per cent 
from five and four per cent ofTer* 
on Monday. 

Deposits 

The Central Bank took three- 
week deposits at 5-7 8 per cent 
and one-month al six per cent. It 
had paid six per cent for both 
periods on Monday. 

One-month opened at 6-3/8. 
I /8 per cent but later fell to 6- 1 /8. 

5- 7/8 per cent. Other periods 
were quiei at 6-3/8. 1/8 percent 
for the two-month. 6- 1 .‘2. 1 4 per 
cent for the three-month and 

6- 5/8. 3/S per cent for the six- 
month. 

Meanwhile Saudi rival deposit 
rates eased in moderate trade as 
banks lent funds following an 
influx of liquidity. Dealers said 
higher oil prices encouraged the 
trend, with fears of an imminent 
riyal devaluation beginning to 
recede. 

“People are less worried about 
a devaluation,” one dealer said. 
During the past week rates have 
risen amid expectations the 
Saudi government may devalue 
the riyal by end- 1 988 to increase 
the value of its doltar-denomin- 
ated oil revenues. 

Traders had speculated 
heavily to cover themselves for 
such a move, borrowing the riyal 
maturities to sw ap into dollars. 

Fixed period funds eased 
around 1/16 point, with one- 
momh declining to 8-11 '16.

Japanese institutional inves- 
tors sold dollars in what dealers 
said was partly a belated reaction 
after a long holiday weekend to 
US August employment figures 
on Friday. 

Jobs 

These showed fewer 
Americans than expected were 
finding new jobs. It looked as if 
the US economy was not over- 
heating to the extent that higher 
inflation would need a new rise in 
interest rates, of the kind likely to 
attract funds to dollar asset?. 

Traders also speculated that 
US August trade figures due on 
Thursday would show a widen- 
ing of the American trade deficit. 

The dollar closed in Europe at 
1.8525 West German marks, 
down from Monday's closing 
1.8540. 


dealer reports of Bank of 
England sales to brake its ascent, 
it ended at 3.1819 marks, up 
from 3.1761 on Monday.

Typical North Sea Brent crude 
for loading in December traded 
as high as $ 1 2.73 early today, up 
nearly a dollar from last week, 
then eased to be quoted around 
S 1 2.50 on revived concern about 
the present glut. 

Investor perceptions about the 
dangers of inflation were influen- 
ced by the oil price. 

Gold, the favoured hedge 
against inflation, began to be 
sold when it was at $4 1 0 an ounce 
and slipped to an afternoon set- 
ting in London’s bullion market 
at $407.25. 

Wall Street stocks, however, 
eased as some investors took 
profits from a rally last week and 
the bond market fell. 

The slip on Wall Street and the 
strength of sterling, which could 
pinch British exporters, depres- 
sed London shares. Share values 


also ended lower in Frankfurt. 
The Tokyo stock market had 
earlier advanced, then slipped 
from the day’s peak. 

In London, most issues were 
lower on the day apart from a 
scattering of mainly speculative 
stocks, indicating investors' 
unwillingness to push prices with 
any convinction ahead of UK. 
economic data this week, dealers 
said. 

The strength of sterling this 
morning prompted the Bank of 
England to intervene to restrain 
its rise. But the currency’s gains 
were seen as a negative factor for 
the leading international firms 
whose exports would become 
more expensive. 

Glaxo was down 14p to 1 ,090 
and ICi ofT 12p to 1,025 while 
Beecham lost lOp to 469, partly 
on fading bid talk. The FTSE 100 
share index at 1500 GMT was 
down 4.5 points to 1 ,839.6. 

Developments 

Dealers said that barring 
unforeseen developments, such 
as bids, investors are likely to do 
little ahead of this week's UK 
figures which include the release 
on Friday of industrial produc- 
tion date for August and Septem- 
ber's retail prices index. 

Some analysts are warning 
that the retail prices index for 
September could show inflation 
rising as much as 0.5 per cent 
during the month to give an 
annual inflation rate approach- 
ing six per cent. 

Stores group Sears topped the 
actives list today with volume of 
24 million shares on talk that a 


large UK industrial con- 
glomerate might make a bid. The 
shares were up to 7p to 141, alth- 
ough some analysts were scep- 
tical about a bid emerging. 

Some analysts said pan of 
today's volume in Sears might be 
due to sales by investors who 
picked up Sears stock on bid talk 
some time ago. 

“On balance, 1 feel the current 
level of Sears is probably too high 
fora bid which is why fm happy 
to recommend selling into stren- 
gth," one analyst said. 

Next was also active on turn- 
over of 10.4 million shares by 
1 535 GMT. The shares fell 2p to 
182 although they firmed to 192 
in early trading after jewellery 
retailer Rainers said it will buy 
some of Next's jewellery 
activities for £135 million. Rat- 
ners is to part-fund the purchase 
through an £80 million Rights 
issue. 

The Rights issue news 
knocked 24p from Rainers' 
share price which dropped to 192 
this afternoon. The cash call is on 
a one-for-four basis and priced at 
1 75p per new share. 

Dealers said the Rights issue 
from Ratners and speculation of 
more to come from other com- 
panies was partly responsible for 
the generally gloomy tone to the 
market today. 

Abbey Life fell 8-l/2p to 305- 
1/2 on rumours the company 
may be thinking about a Rights 
issue in preparation for an over- 
seas bid. Some analysts are also 
taking into account the slower 
growth in UK house prices and 


the effect it could have on endow- 
ment-backed mortgages offered 
by Life insurers. 

Dealers point out that Abbey 
Life is due to report first-half 
figures tomorrow and most 
analysts predict a substantial rise 
in the dividend. Other life 
insurances saw Legal and Gen- 
eral down 6p to 305 and Pearl 
steady at 468. 

Glass and packaging group 
Redfeam jumped 69p to 535 
after OVS investments of Aus- 
tralia said it would sell its 2919 per 
cent of the company at a min- 
imum price of j20p per share. 
Redfearn later settled back to 
529 just before the dose. 

OVS also said that if no ten- 
ders are received or none are 
acceptable, it intends to make a 
full cash offer for Redfearn at 
520p per share. 

Revived bid speculation hel- 
ped lift the building materials 
sector with Blue Circle up 6p to 
465 and Pilkington a penny fir- 
mer at 221. “They're very old 
(bid) stores but if they move the 
shares, they move the shares," 
one dealer said. 

Electronics group Ferranti 
was again active with over 13 
million shares changin g hands 
for a 2-l/2p fall to 93p.

TAMPA, Fla. Oct 11, (Reuter): 
The Luxembourg-based Bank of 
Credit and Commerce Inter- 
national and 84 people have been 
indicted on charges they took 
part in a worldwide drug money 
laundering ring. US customs 
officials said today. 

“It is the first time an entire 
international financial institu- 
tion and its important members 
have been indicted," in a money 
laundering case, US customs 
service commissioner William 
von Raab said in a statement. 

Customs officials said the 
alleged ring laundered more than 
$32 million in drug profits for 
Colombia's Medellin Cartel, 
believed responsible for up to 80 
per cent of the cocaine snipped 
into the United States. 

Employees 

Some former and present 
employees of the bank were 
among those named in the indict- 
ment handed down by a federal 
grand jury in Tampa, Florida, 
and they were being rounded up 
in the United States, Britain ana 
France, officials said. 

Von Raab said at least $14 
million was laundered through 
offices of the Bank of Credit and 
Commerce International, which 
operates in more than 70 coun- 
tries. 

The indictment stemmed from 
a two-year investigation in which 
US undercover agents pene- 
trated the suspected money laun- 
dering operation, customs 
officials said. 

Top British and French drug 
enforcement officials also played 
key roles in the investigation, 
codenaraed Operation C -Chase. 


“Operation C-Chase is the 
most important money-launder- 
ing case in US customs history.” 
Von Raab said. 

Officials said 39 suspects were 
arrested over the weekend in the 
United States and several other 
countries. 

Nine people, including several 
former and present employees of 
the bank, were arrested in Tampa 
after they were lured to a fake 
wedding by an undercover agent 
posing as a money launderer. 
officials said. 

Federal prosecutors said they 
were seizing up to 40 bank 
accounts and had obtained a res- 
training order preventing the 
bank from removing any of its 
assets from the United Stales. 

The Bank of Credit and Com- 
merce International was foun- 
ded in the early 1970s by a Mid- 
dle Eastern consortium and is 
primarily involved in financing 
international business deals and 
proriding letters of crediL The 
bank operates nine offices in the 
United States. 

Allegation 

“We haven't been provided 
with any specific allegation. 
We’re anxiously wailing to see 
what the charges are," said 
Marty Steinberg, a Miami 
lawyer who represents the bank. 

Customs officials said under- 
cover agents pretended to set up 
their own money laundering 
operation and were approached 
by members of the alleged ring 
who offered their services. 

Twenty customs agents took 
part in the investigation, which 
also involved the Federal Bureau 


of Investigation and the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Suspects in the case were char- 
ged with drug money laundering 
and income tax conspiracy. 

“Drug traffickers and those 
who move their proceeds respect 
no national frontiers, and inter- 
national initiatives which strike 
at the very heart of the organisa- 
tions and those who mastermind 
them add a new dimension to the 
investigative effort." Brian 
Unwin, a senior British customs 
official, told reporters in Tampa. 

Prosecutors said law-enfor- 
cement officials searched the 
bank’s offices in Miami, Paris 
and London. They described the 
bank as the seventh largest 
privately-held financial institu- 
tion in the world. 

Indictment 

Named as defendants in the 
indictment were the bank hold- 
ing company BCCI Holdings SA 
and two subsidiaries. Bank of 
Credit and Commerce Inter- 
national SA and Bank of Credit 
and Commerce international 
(Overseas) Lid. 

The individual defendants 
include some of the bank's top 
managers: Akbar A. Bilgrami. 
director of the Latin American 
division in Miami Amjad Awan. 
assistant director of the division 
Syed Aflaab Hussain, opera- 
tions officer in Panama City 
Nazir Chinoy, regional manager 
for Europe and Africa, based in 
Paris lan Howard, the bank’s 
French country manager based 
in Paris Asif Baakza. manager of 
the bank's corporate unit and 
Saad Shaft, country manager in 
the Bahamas.

Turkish lira plunges to record low 


THE Board of Directors of the 
Arab Society for the Protection 
of Industrial Property (ASPIP) 
has agreed to present a shield of 
honour to Kuwaiti Minister of 
Commerce and Industry Faisal 
Al Khalid and to the chairman of 
the Kuwait Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry, Abdel Aziz 
Hamed Al Saqer. 

The officials will be honoured 
for their efforts in industrial 
property protection and their 
support for Arab economic 
organisations. 

The board held its regular 
meeting on Monday in Kuwait 
under the chairmanship of Talal 
Abu Ghazaleh. 

Awareness 

The agenda covered enhan- 
cing the role of Arab profession- 
als in international organisations 
as well as developing a greater 
sense of awareness among 
professionals. 

The board announced the elec- 
tion of new members Habib 
Bourguiba Jr, (Tunis), presently 
a lawyer-consultant on 
trademarks, patents and indus- 
trial property and Dr Abdel 
Rasoul Abdel Rida, chairman. 
Department of Legal Advice and 
Legislation (Kuwait), in his per- 


sonal capacity, and Moufid El 
Dib (Egypt), a leading lawyer 
and expert on industrial property 
protection. 

The board also decided to 
maintain its policy to establish 
national societies, using ASPIP 
in Jordan and ASPIP in Egypt as 
models, to bridge the gap in this 
important field and to develop 


the role of Arabs internationally. 

The board also recommended 
that Arab countries update their 
industrial property laws and 
offered to continue to advise the 
government agencies on the 
subject 

Other items on the agenda 
included various administrative, 
financial and membership status 


reports. 

The board's next meeting will 
be in Oman. 

ASPIP has endorsed plans to 
organise the first Arabic lan- 
guage training course on indus- 
trial property protection, in co- 
operation with the World 
Intelligence Property Organisa- 
tion (WIPO). 


SYDNEY, Oct II, (Reuter): 
Share prices closed higher in light 
trade with the market propped 
up by strong gains in gold and 
resources sectors but with indus- 
trial stocks lacklustre. The All 
Ordinaries index rose 8.6 points 
to 1,543.3. 

TOKYO: Shares recouped 
earlier losses to end the day

BOMBAY: Prices drifted lower 
on renewed profit-taking after 
the government took measures 
to prevent speculative sales of old 
shares which indude dividends 
to buy new shares. 

FRANKFURT: Prices dosed 
lower in active trading as inves- 
tors took profits on the market’s 
rise to record 1988 highs yester- 
day. The real-time 30-share 
DAX index dosed at 1271.31, 

1 .2 pet off the dose yesterday. 


ISTANBUL. Oct II, (Reuter): 
The Turkish lira plunged to a 
record low to the dollar today in 
hectic trading in bank dealing 
rooms and crowded alleys in the 
Istanbul bazaar. 

Senior bankers held urgent 
talks on the currency collapse 
with Central Bank offidals in 
Ankara and monetary sources 
predicted that measures to halt 
the slide would include the free- 
ing of deposit interest rates. 

The lira fell bdow 1 ,930 to the 
dollar on the interbank market, 
and shouted deals between 
bazaar street traders bid the 
currency even lower. 

Prices 

“The prices have gone crazy," 
said bazaar trader Ali Hosgur 
after the dollar touched 1,970 lira 
at one point. 

“Traders are dose to tears. 
Whoever sells foreign exchange 
is left with Turkish lira in his 
hands," Hosgur wailed. 

Bankers fixed an official lira 
rate of 1.838 for Wednesday, 
down 2.65 per cent from 1,790 
for Tuesday. 

The official rate has fallen 12.8 


per cent since the interbank 
market was inaugurated on Sep- 
tember 14 as part of measures 
leading to a flotation of the lira. 

“The market is hectic and we 
don't know at what price to sell 
or buy," said the chief dealer at a 
bank in IstanbuL Turkey's com- 
mercial capital. 

Intervention 

The Central Bank intervened 
heavily on Monday morning, 
supporting the lira by selling 
about $85 milli on in its first-ever 
open intervention. 

Bui dealers were startled and 
their confidence broken when 
the official rate was fixed sharply 
lower in the afternoon. 

“The Central Bank wants to 
stabilise the market and bring the 
offidal rate up to the black 
market rate, but tahtakale (the 
bazaar) raises the price at the 
same rate. It’s a vinous circle,” 
the dealers said. 

Both banks and individuals 
bought dollars in the bazaar in 
anticipation of further lira falls, 
but dollar sellers could not match 
the demand, dealers said. 


The amount of foreign 
currency held by Turks has shot 
up. Newspaper comparisons 
show money in dollars or gold 
makes more profit than investing 
in Istanbul's fledgling stock 
exchange, a key to the govern- 
ment's hopes of economic res- 
tructuring. 

Deficit 

The lira has been hit by infla- 
tion, running at 81.8 per cent a 
year at the end of September, 
which in turn is fed by Turkey's 
burgeoning budget deficit, up 
163 percent to 1.71 1 billion lira 
($ 1 billion) in the first seven mon- 
ths of the year. 

A February package of aus- 
terity measures to support the 
lira hiked interest rates but spen- 
ding cuts were not deep enough, 
partly because of “election econ- 
omics’’ ahead of a September 25 
referendum and local polls due 
next year. 

Prime Minister Turgut Ozal ' 
has said there will be no sharp 
measures to deal with Turkey’s 
soaring inflation, despite warn- 
ings from the World Bank and 
International Monetary Fund. 


Sagging oil price worries North Sea oilmen 


ABERDEEN. Scotland, Oct II, 
(Reuter): A new slide in the 
petroleum market has come al a 
bad lime for Britain’s North Sea 
oil industry, which is just picking 
itself up after the price crash in 
1986. 

It has to cope wi th the legacy of 
the world's worst offshore oil 
accident — an explosion which 
wrecked the North Sea's Piper 
Alpha platform on July 6 killing 
167 men. 

The accident threw a pall over 
the industry. Some oilmen have 
begun to look for other jobs. 

The government, citing free 
market principles, refuses to help 
the OPEC organisation to 
defend petroleum prices by curb- 
ingBritish North Sea output. 

This is now around 2.3 million 
barrels daily, almost half the 
level of Saudi Arabia’s current 
production. 

Bitter 

But people in Aberdeen, the 
British oil capital, have bitter 
memories of the I986crash when 
OPEC also abandoned restraint 
on its production and. in a gen- 
eral collapse. North Sea prices 
fell 60 per cent. 

As renewed OPEC over- 
production leads prices down 
again, they fear a replay of a crisis 
that cost one in five British oil 
workers their jobs. 

At risk may be a North Sea 
recovery which, in recent mon- 
ths, has seen the most active drill- 
ing in the region since the early 
1970s. 

"For sale" signs, a regular 
right on Aberdeen's granite buil- 
dings. have been coming down. 
Oil jobs have risen by 5.000 from 
1987 lows of 40,000. and the 
number of exploration and 
appraisal rigs in commission has 
soared from 1 3 to 30. 

The Grampian regional coun- 
cil recently predicted that, with 
39 oilfields now producing and 
1 1 more under development. 60 
more could be developed over 
the next 25 years. 

Oil jobs could return to past 
peaks of 52,000 by 1996. 

Many people fear this won’t 


happen if prices sink further, says 
David Black, who tracks North 
Sea oil for stockbrokers County 
Natwesl Wood Mackenzie. 

Technology 

He said new technology and 
cost-cutting during the 1986 
slump taught oil multi-nationals 
like Royal/Dutch Shell and Brit- 
ish Petroleum (BP) how to drill 
with oil prices below the SI 5 to 1 8 
previously thought economically 
viable. 

The industry got used to 
volatile prices. 

A weak dollar, however, com- 
pounds the problem for British 
oil. Current exchange rates mean 
the present price of between $11 
and I2abarrelcouidbeworth20 
percent lessin sterling than sligh- 
tly weaker prices which ruled in 
1986. 

“if it continues tike this they 
will have to evaluate the econ- 
omics of new fields." Block said. 

First projects to be shelved 
would be larger oil or gas fields 
worth SI. 5 billion or more in 
capital costs. 

Prices 

Other analysts, however, such 
as Angus Nicolson at the Scott- 
ish Development Agency, argue 
that the industry is now’ better- 
placed to live with appreciably 
weaker prices. 

He says new projects lake 
several years to develop and that 
big oil companies are not concer- 
ned with today's prices. 

He also contends that most of 
the new reservoirs to be tapped in 
the next 10 years are small fields 
that can be developed using sub- 
sea or floating production 
facilities — cheaper than the 
fixed installations used in giant 
fields like Brent and Ninian 
which were started in the 1 970s. 

A lot of potential North Sea 
development in comingyears will 
produce gas, more stable in price 
than crude oil. 

The Piper Alpha accident 
meanwhile threw a spotlight on 
the perils of work in the hostile 
waters of the North Sea. 

Unions say hundreds of men 


have quit the industry and say 
others would follow if they could 
find other work. 

“Many people now are scared 
of the risks." said Campbell 
Reid, secretary of the Inter- 
Union Offshore Oil Committee 
which covers some 10,000 men. 

The government launched a 
technical inquiry into the Piper 
Alpha incident which has 
already made some preliminary 


recommendations to operators. 

Nicolson saw a remote pos- 
sibility that development of new 
fields might lag as firms await the 
inquiry's conclusions. 

He did not expect any radical 
platform design changes, and 
said that the preliminary sugges- 
tions. such as installing emer- 
gency shut-off valves on 
pipelines, gave firms time to 
amend budgets.

visibly pregnant, the report said.

Givens’ lawyer, Marvin Mit- 
chelson, charged yesterday that 
Tyson removed $9 million from 
the couple's joint account and 
that “over 51.5 million is money 
she has earned,” the newspaper 
$ said. 

The heavyweight champion, 
guided by promoter Don King 
and lawyer Michael Winston, 
has shifted his assets into a new 
account that Givens had no 
access to, the News said yester- 
day, citing unnamed sources. 

The sources said Givens tried 
to cash a 5651,000 cheque after 
she left New York for California 
on Oct 3, but Tyson blocked the 
transaction, the report said. 

The 23-year-old actress on 
ABCs “Head of the Class” telev- 
ision show announced on Friday 
she has filed for divorce in 
California and was seeking half 
the money Tyson earned during 
the eight months of their 
marriage.

Charlie isn’t a scientist but he 
knows what's happening.” 

Johnson, 26, repeatedly has 
denied knowingly taking any 
illegal drugs. 

“When I read how (Johnson's) 
so innocent and Charlie is so 
guilty, 1 want to scream at Ben to 
tell the truth. Stop lying and tell 
everyone you take steroids and 
you know you take steroids,” 
said Issajenko, 30. 

Banned 

Johnson won the 100-metre 
race in Seoul, South Korea on 
Sept 24 in a record of 9.79 
seconds. But he later was strip- 
ped of the record and the Olym- 
pic gold when traces of the ban- 
ned anabolic steroid stanozolol 
. were found Inliis urine. 


Pernfors cruises past

FA rejects Davis’ appeal against ban 


LONDON, Oct 11. ( Agencies): 
Arsenal midfielder Paul Davis, 
suspended for nine matches and 
fined £3,000 (55,000) for throw- 
ing a punch which left Southam- 
pton's Glenn Cockerill with a 
broken jaw, failed in his bid to 
have the ban and fine reduced 
today. 

English Football Association 
(FA) chief executive Graham 
Kelly said after a hearing of the 
FA's board of appeal that the 
original commission “did not go 
patently wrong in their decision 
and the penalty which they han- 
ded out and saw no reason to 
interfere with it." 

Davis' ban, which lakes effect 
from Oct 15 is the longest 
imposed by the FA since the 
current system of disciplinary 
points was introduced in the 
early 1970s. 


Meanwhile two English pro 
soccer players who went to South 
Af rica to take pan in multi-racial 
coaching clinics, have been ban- 
ned for two domestic games for 
■playing for a local team, FA 
officials said. 

Breach 

Darren Bradley, a midfielder 
with Second Division West 
Bromwich Albion, and Os her 
Williams, a striker for Third Div- 
ision Preston North End, also 
were fined £250 ($427) for turn- 
ing out for Cape Town Spurs in 
South Africa's National Soccer 
League during the summer. 

A spokesman for the FA said 
Bradley, who is white, and 
Williams, who is black, had brea- 
ched a rule that forbids players 
performing for teams in a non- 
affiliated country. 

Because of its apartheid 


South Africa is banned 
from' international sport and is 
not affiliated to FIFA, the world 
governing body. 

West Bromwich Albion club 
secretary Gordon Bennett said

I breach of the rule. 

“Bradley and Willi ams went 
out to South Africa to do some 
coaching in a multi-racial coach- 
ing dime, organised by Cape 
Town Spurs,” he said. 

“When Bradley was there, 
there were certain other (non- 
South African) players in the 
team and he was asked to play. 
He did not appreciate that there 
was a problem. 

“The other players who were 
there were not registered with 
English clubs, but Bradley and 
Williams were. They have been 
dealt with for a very technical 


breach of the regulations,' 
nett said. 

The two players have 14 days 
to appeal the ban, which comes 
into effect on Oct 24, but Bennett 
said Albion did not plan to con- 
test iL 

“The FA gave Bradley a very 
fair hearing and took into 
account all the mitigating cir- 
cumstances." said Bennett, who 
feared a longer ban. 

Ironically, Albion has a white 
South African player, striker 
John Paskin, currently on its 
books. 

While other sports, such as 
cricket and rugby, have been 
dogged by the South Africa- 
apartheid issue, soccer has 
remained relatively trouble free, 
largely because it is not as 
popular among the white min- 
ority population. 


Two Frenchmen killed in rally 


LANZO, Italy, Oct 1 1, (AP): A 
French driver and his French 
navigator were killed today when 
their Citroen car went off the 
road and plunged down a cliff 
during the second stage of the 
San Remo Rally near this north- 
ern Italian town, police reported. 

The victims were identified by 
authorities as Jean Marc Dubois, 
28, from Rosny Sur Seine and 
Robert Moinier. 42. from 
Chateneufdu Chaxnbre. 

Police in the provincial capital 
of Turin, citing information 
from their officers at the scene of 
the accident, said the French car 
skidded on the wet asphalt along 
a hilly, narrow road, went ofT a 
bend, broke through the crash 
barrier and fell 100 metres into a 
crevasse. 

Police said the two Frenchmen 


were killed instantly. 

Police also reported that in a 
separate accident two Italian 
onlookers were run down by an 
unidentified competitor as they 
stood on the road to take pictures 
of passing cars. 

Fernando Federighi, 27. and 
Giuseppe Benedetto, 60, both 
suffered legfractures. Doctors at 
Mauriziano hospital in Lanzo 
said Federighi was in critical con- 
dition.

Agassi scored a convincing 6-3, 
6-4 victory today over Sweden's 
Stefan Edberg in the first match 
ever between the two young 
superstars of tennis. 

The 1-8 -year-old American 
outran and outhit his 22-year-old 
opponent, keeping Edberg off- 
balance with his high-powered, 
two-handed backhand and 
smoking serves. 

The exhibition match, played 
before about 5,000 people at 
Beijing's capital gymnasium, 
was the first appearance of top 
world tennis players in China 
since Jimmy Connors and other 
stars took part in a Grand Prix 
event in Canton in 1 980. 

Edberg, winner of the men's 
singles' title at Wimbledon this 
year, is ranked third in the world, 
while Agassi is fourth-ranked. 

Among the spectators were 
Wan Li, chairman of the 
National People's Congress, 
China’s parliament, and Li Tiey- 
ing, head of the state education 
commission.

Givens wants to settle case out of court 


LOS ANGELES, Oct II. (AP): 
The new divorce lawyer for 
actress Robin Givens says he 
would like to negotiate a set- 
tlement with her husband, 
heavyweighL boxing champion 
Mike Tyson. 

New York attorney Raoul 
Felder told the Associated Press 
yesterday that Givens loves the 
millionaire prize-fighter, whom 
she accused of beating her and 
threatening to kill her, but there 
appears no chance to save the 
eight-month marriage. 

Givens, who last week hired 
famed “palimony” lawyer 
Marvin MilcheJson to oversee 
the breakup of her marriage, 
changed lawyers yesterday, hir- 
ing Felder. 

Prescription 

Meanwhile, Tyson charged 
that his wife and her mother had 
seen to it that he was sedated on 
prescription drugs during his 
appearance on ABC television 
late last month. 

“They were giving the 
medicine to my friend ... to give 
to roe,”Tyson told the New York 
Post in a story published today. 
“They wanted him to make sure I 
took it” 

He said the drugs had been 
described by a psychiatrist to 
tame his allegedly manic-depres- 


sive behaviour. Other experts 
have concluded that Tyson is not 
manic-depressive. 

On the television show, “20- 
20,” Tyson was seen sitting and 
watching while Givens claimed 
that be had abused her and made 
married life “torture ... pure 
hell ."Two days after it was aired, 
police were called to the couple’s 
New Jersey mansion after a 
reportedly violent episode 
involving Tyson, but no charges 
were filed. 

Felder said in a telephone 
interview from New York the 
case filed Friday in Los Angeles 
superior court would be handled 
by one of his West Coast 
associates rather than by Mit- 

chelson. 

"I don't like to say “fired”, 
Felder said. “She severed her 
relationship (with Mitchelson) 
and hired me." 

Sources, however, told the 
Daily News, in New York that 
Givens and her mother. Ruth 
Roper, were angered because 
Mitchelson agreed to appear on 
the CBS-TV “This Morning” 
programme. A Mitchelson spok- 
esman said the appearance was

A nationally circulated Ken- 
yan newspaper, the Daily 
Nation, said Obwocha last 
represented Kenya in 1 979, when 
he ran the SOO metres at a meet in 
Nairobi. The newspaper said 
Obwocha now lived in the 
United Stales.
